Board Uphol ds Acti on

The Circlev ilie Board of Education 
met in regular session Thursday 
ev ening in the Board Offices on the 
first floor of the Junior High School. 
Board President Robert Johnson 
called the meeting to order at 7 :40 p .m. 
Before 
going through regular 
business, the Board heard from 
sev eral p arents whose daughters are 
members of the Tigerette marching 
corp s in the Circlev ilie High School 
Band. 
The p arents brought before the 


Board the susp ension of the Tigerettes 
as a marching group for the rest of the 
school y ear. The susp ension came, 
according to Band Director Allen 
Howcroft, after the group changed the 
end of a marching routine at the 
Hillsboro football game without his 
p rior knowledge or p ermission. 
The p arents stated that they were 
concerned that the susp ension of the 
Tigerettes as a marching group for the 
remainder of this school y ear was too 
harsh a p unishment for the deed that 
was done.

Kennedy Death 


WASHINGTON ( AP) — It all started 
when Allen Bressler and Edward Van 
Washenov a op ened the box car. 
Like a small bam on wheels, it 
squatted on the railroad tracks in 
Newp ort. Mich., in the December cold 
10 day s after John F. Kennedy was 
killed in Dallas. 
The box car was waiting for grain 
from Kahlbaum Brothers, a mill that 
contributed much to the economy of 
Newp ort and v irtually all to the 
economy 
of 
B ressler 
and 
Van 
Washenov a. 
Their job was to get the box car 
ready for loading. But what the two 
saw inside brought them up short. 
Before the day was out, their alarm 
would set in motion an intense, 7 2-hour 
effort by four FBI agents to trace the 
whereabouts of the box car during the 
p rev ious eight months, find out who 
might hav e been inside, discov er why 
he did what he did and learn what he 
knew about the murder of a p resident. 
The hunt was ty p ical of the dogged 
effort the FBI mounted in p ursuit of 
almost ev ery tip they got after Ken­ 
nedy ’s assassination on Nov . 22, 1963.

Files made p ublic this week, 14 y ears 
later, make some of the unsuccessful 
efforts look ridiculous. 
When Bressler and Van Washenov a 
op ened the doors on New York Central 
Box car No. 124475 , they saw p rinted on 
the wall in y ellow chalk: 
"Lee Oswald, Dallas Tex as.” The 
city and state were underlined. 
Printed to the right were these 
words: 
"Future man of destiny , Ap r. 4, 
1963.” 
That was eight months before the 
assassination. How did the writer 
know? Was this ev idence of a con­ 
sp iracy ? 
On the sp ot, Bressler and Van 
Washenov a drop p ed any notion of 
filling the box car. They set out to find 
Harold McCormick, manager of the 
mill. They told him what they ’d seen. 
Then they called the FBI. 
The Detroit field office handled the 
tip . Agent Paul Costello went to 
Newp ort and talked to McCormick. 
The manager told him Box car 124475 
was rolled up to the mill on Friday 
ev ening, Nov . 29 — sev en day s after 


Kennedy was shot. 
Agent Costello walked out to the 
tracks. Inside the car, he found the 
writing. He also found this written in 
black: 
"201 
Southeast, 
199 Portland, 
Oregon, U.S.A., North America, earth 
(Continued on Page 22) 


his op ening remarks, he stated that 
there had been a few different in­ 
cidents of uniform p roblems with the 
Tigerette group during the p ast 
football season. One such occasion, 
according to Howcroft, was at the 
Wilmington-Circlev ille football game, 
when the group wore new uniforms 
that he had not seen until the night of 
the game. Howcroft stated that the 
girls failed to consult him during the 
p rocurement of the new uniforms. 
There was another incident of uniform 
change concerning hats, that again 
was done without consulting Howcroft, 
according to the band director. 
"B efore the Hillsboro football 
game," stated Howcroft, “the girls 
v oted to change the routine at the end 
of their dance, and I was not consulted 
before the incident took p lace. I didn’t 
say any thing about it immediately , but 
rather I thought about it ov er that 
weekend at home,” he stated. "At first 
I considered remov ing the y oung 
ladies from the band entirely , but after 
more thought on the matter, I decided 
to susp end the Tigerettes as a m ar­ 
ching group for the remainder of this 
school y ear.” According to Howcroft, 
the girls will be p ermitted to p ar­ 
ticip ate in the band, but not as a 
Tigerette group . 
Parents sp eaking included Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Cullums, Mr. James 
IiOckard, Mrs. Nancy Sp eakman, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald Strawser. In 
similar remarks to the members of 
the Board, and sp eaking on behalf of 
their daughters, they stated to the 
Board that they felt the p unishment 
giv en the girls for changing their 
routine without p ermission was too 
sev ere. They felt that there was a 
breakdown in communication, and 
some of them asked who the ex tra 
group s in the band (such as Tigerettes, 
color guard, and majorettes) finally 
answ ered to—Howcroft, A ssistant 
Band Director Deborah Fannin, or co­ 
cap tains within those indiv idual 
marching units. Howcroft stated that 
he was in charge of all the sep erate 
marching units, and that routines, 
p olicies, and p rop er uniforms were all 
his ultimate resp onsibility . 
Also sp eaking to the Board were 
Terry Agin, Janice Miller, Ray mond 
Nance, 
and 
Betty 
Connell, 
all 
rep resenting the Circlev ilie Band 
Boosters. They all stressed to the 
Board the 
im p ortance 
of

CAIRO (AP) — King Hussein, try ing 
to mediate the Arab disp ute ov er 
President Anwar S adat’s p eace 
ov ertures to Israel, unex p ectedly 
returned to Jordan today after his 
talks with Sadat were cut short. 
Sy rian President Hafez Assad, 
meanwhile, toured the Persian Gulf 
try ing to get Sadat’s bankrollers to use 
financial p ressure to stifle the 
Egy p tian leader’s one-man p eace 
camp aign. 
In Brussels, Belgium, Secretary of 
State Cy rus R. Vance said before 
leav ing on his own Middle East tour 
that Sadat’s p lanned Cairo p eace talks 
nex t week could lead to “an agreement 
in p rincip le cov ering a comp rehensiv e 
settlement." 
He said Washington and Moscow are 
deep ly div ided ov er the talks. “I do not 
believ e they (the Russians) would 
sup p ort in any way the Cairo con­ 
ference," he said. 
Vance, who sp oke with rep orters at 
the end of a meeting of Atlantic 
alliance foreign m inisters, 
was 
scheduled to arriv e in Cairo later 
today . 
Sadat and Hussein met for 2*6 hours 
Thursday 
night, 
and 
Egy p tian 
newsp ap ers and Jordanian dip lomats 
said the talks were to resume today . 
But 10 minutes after a grimlooking 
Sadat arriv ed at Kubbeh Palace for 
the ex p ected meeting today , the two 
rode off to Cairo airp ort and the Jor­ 
danian monarch flew home. 
This p rom p ted sp eculation that 
Hussein’s mission had failed, at least 


for the moment. He had met Wed­ 
nesday with Sy ria’s Assad with no 
ap p arent results 
Assad arriv ed in Kuwait today from 
Riy adh, where he met Thursday with 
King Khaled of Saudi Arabia and 
Crown Prince Fahd, the Saudi p rime 
minister. Saudi Arabia is the chief 
contributor of oil 
wealth to im­ 
p ov erished Egy p t. 
There was no indication the Sy rian 
p iesident had succeeded in getting 
Khaled and Fahd to p ut p ressure on 
Sadat by threatening to cut off crucial 
financial sup p ort. 
After Assad dep arted, the Saudi 
inform ation m inister, Mohammed 
Abdo Yamani, said King Khaled has 
“ ex p ressed hop e that Allah will help 
the Arabs reunify their ranks and 
achiev e their asp irations.” 
The Sy rian p resident was going on 
Saturday to Qatar, another oil-rich 
state on the Persian Gulf. 
A leading Egy p tian newsp ap er 
editor who accomp anied Sadat on his 
historic trip to Jerusalem told a news 
conference in New York that Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait both ap p rov ed of 
the Egy p tian leader’s strategy . 
"I hav e read letters between 
President Sadat and King Khaled,” 
said Moussa Sabri, editor-in-chief of A1 
Akhbar. “ I know that there were many 
contacts between President Sadat and 
Saudi Arabia. Saudi Arabia is backing 
the v isit. So are Kuwait, the Gulf coast, 
Sudan, the Emirates, Morocco and 
Tunisia.” 
“Sy ria will come back with Egy p t 


because there is no alternativ e, 
the 
editor commented. “ If the Sy rians 
want to make war, they can’t alone. If 
they are struggling for p eace, we are 
struggling for p eace .’’ 
Hussein, attemp ting to breach the 
gap between Assad and Sadat, came to 
Cairo Thursday from Damascus. The 
Sy rian gov ernment p ress and radio 
rep orted he failed to shake Assad’s 
op p osition to the direct Israell- 
Egy p tian dialogue engineered by 
Sadat. 
The king had been ex p ected to follow 
Assad to Riy adh, but instead he went 
home to Amman. There was no ex ­ 
p lanation, and it was not known if he 
might go to Saudi Arabia later. 
Prep arations continued for the 
second 
stage of Sadat’s 
p eace 
initiativ e — talks op ening in Cairo 
Wednesday between Egy p t and Israel, 
along with U.S. and United Nations 
rep resentativ es, to make p rep arations 
for a general 
Arab-Israeli p eace 
conference in Genev a. 
Unconfirmed rep orts said Hussein 
might send an observ er to the con­ 
ference, but informed sources said he 
would hesitate to do so if that would 
threaten his relations with Assad. 
Another mediator try ing to bring 
Sadat and Assad together again, U.S. 
Secretary of State Cy rus Vance, was 
fly ing to Cairo today from a NATO 
meeting in Brussels. Officials said he 
was able to arouse only lukewarm 
sup p ort among America’s Europ ean 
allies for the Elgy p tian-Israeli p eace 
effort.

and a p rop osed comp romise fell ap art. 
One congressional 
aide who is 
closely inv olv ed in writing a com­ 
p romise bill estimated there is only 
one chance 
in 
fiv e 
of 
reaching 
agreem ent today , as D em ocratic 
congressional leaders had anticip ated. 


Whatev er is finally ap p rov ed — 
whether this y ear or nex t — would 
mean higher p ay roll tax es for 107 
million Americans and likely would 
trip le the tax es p aid by some workers 
ov er the nex t 10 y ears. 
Social Security , which p ay s monthly 


benefits to 33 million Americans, is in 
trouble because of high 
unem ­ 
p loy ment, inflation and- some ov erly 
generous benefits v oted in 1972. The 
giant sy stem is p ay ing out more 
money in benefits than it is taking in 
through tax es. 
Congress and the C arter ad­ 
ministration would like to rep air the 
damage before the 1978 election y ear. 
On Wednesday and early Thursday , 
leaders of the Senate-House con­ 
ference committee that is working on 
Social Security had sketched out a 
basic comp romise on key issues. 
They would hav e continued the 
traditional 5 0-5 0 emp loy er-emp loy ee 
sp lit of p ay roll tax es; raised tne 
amount a p ensioner may earn and still 
receiv e full Social Security benefits, 
and allowed a one-y ear income tax cut

Co mmunists May Have Wanted Kennedy Dead

WASHINGTON (AP) - The late J. 
Edgar Hoov er once said it was “en­ 
tirely p ossible” that com m unists 
wanted to do away with John F. 
Kennedy because he was getting along 
too well with the Russians. 
Six months after Kennedy was 
assassinated in Dallas by Lee Harv ey 
Oswald, the FBI chief agreed with 
sp eculation that communists might 
hav e wanted to be rid of the p resident 
“so that this obstacle to their desired 
p hilosop hy could be remov ed." 
There was little elaboration to the 
remark, which was found among the 
40,001 p ages of FBI files on the Ken­ 
nedy assassination op ened this week to 
p ublic v iew. 
The reference was in the ty p ed notes 
of an interv iew that Hoov er granted to 
William Manchester, who had been 
commissioned by Kennedy ’s widow, 
Jacqueline, to write an account of the 
traum atic ev ents surrounding the Nov . 
22, 1963, assassination in Dallas. 
"M anchester 
sp eculated 
that 
p erhap s the communists, including 


Oswald, did not like the relationship 
between the late p resident and (Sov iet 
Chairman Nikita) Khrushchev ," the 
notes say . "The director rep lied that 
this was entirely p ossible ... The 
director told Manchester that he had 
alway s felt it better to kick indiv iduals 
like Khrushchev on the shins once in a 
while rather than to boot-lick them.” 
The bulky FBI files show that 
detente between Russia and the United 
States ap p arently was first raised as a 
p ossible contributing motiv e for the 
assassination by Sanchez Bella, the 
Sp anish ambassador to Italy . 
Bella told rep orters in Rome on Dec. 
5 , 1963 — 13 day s after the Kennedy 
assassination — that Sp ain’s in­ 
telligence serv ices had established a 
p ossible link between Cuban Premier 
Fidel Castro, Oswald and the ev ents in 
Dallas. 
The am bassador cited C astro’s 
concern about the imp rov ing 
re­ 
lationship between the United States 
and the Sov iet Union as a p ossible 
reason for wanting to see Kennedy 


killed. 
Hoov er said it was difficult to 
sp eculate on the motiv es of Oswald, 
whose interest in socialism and 
communism dated back to his mid­ 
teens. 
Perhap s, 
Hoov er mused, 
Oswald was aiming at Tex as Gov . 
John Connally , a p assenger in the 
p residential conv ertible who was 
seriously wounded by the assassin. 
The 24-foot stack of p ap ers released 
this week will be matched in January 
when the second half is made p ublic. 
But still, skep tics of the Warren Rep ort 
and its conclusion that Oswald acted 
alone were less than p leased. 
“I’ll wait until the nex t 40,000 p ages 
come out,” said Mark I^ane, author of 
“Rush to Judgment.” 
And Harold Weisberg, who wrote 
sev en books on the assassination while 
fighting to obtain the FBI documents, 
argued that the sheer bulk renders the 
material “ indigestible by ev en the 
most 
com p etent, 
conscientious 
journalist.” 
Indeed, the size of the inv estigation, 


the p ursuit of the most tenuous of 
leads, the interv iews with hundreds of 
p eop le crosschecked and double­ 
checked is more imp ressiv e than 
any thing in the m aterials. The 
docum ents so far hav e rev ealed 
nothing to challenge the 
Warren 
Commission’s conclusion that there 
was no consp iracy .. 
The FBI scoured the country for any 
clue to Oswald and to Jack Ruby , the 
night club owner who killed him. Any 
crank who made a rep ort, any theory , 
no m atter how remote or seemingly 
crackp ot, was at least listened to — 
and often acted on. In June 1964, six 
months after the ev ent, Hoov er told 
Manchester that 50 FBI men were still 
on the case fulltime. 
The FBI director was critical of the 
way the Dallas p olice handled the 
Kennedy assassination. 
He told 
Manchester if the FBI had taken 
custody of Oswald, he would nev er 
hav e been killed by Ruby . 
FBI 
men 
obtained 
Oswald’s 
p sy chiatric records when he was 13 


and liv ing in New York. He is rev ealed 
as a troubled, withdrawn child, a 
chronic truant, a y oungster with an 
uncaring mother. 
He became interested in the p olitical 
left in those Cold War y ears and after 
he enlisted in the Marines, at age 17, 
the men who serv ed with Oswald heard 
him sp eak sy mp athetically of com­ 
munism. 
A 
fellow 
Marine 
called 
him 
“Oswaldskov ich” and he rev eled in it. 
In 195 9 he went to Russia and met 
Marina, who became his wife. The FBI 
learned from her that she would nev er 
hav e married Oswald had she known 
he wanted to return to the United 
States. 
When they did return, they began 
quarreling and she wanted a div orce 
because of his “crazy ideas and 
p olitical 
op inions. 
Oswald 
was 
arrested after a fight in New Orleans 
while p assing out leaflets for the "Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee.” He took a 
shot at Maj. Gen. Edwin Walker and 
missed.

The biggest single share of 
that money , $5 3 million, would go to 
Moy nihan’s home state, and most of 
that to financially ailing New York 
City . 
At first, the Carter administration 
rejected any notion of ty ing the 
w elfare 
am endm ents 
to 
Social 
Security . Carter aides feared the 
amendments would make it more 
difficult for Congress to ap p rov e the 
p resident’s 
big 
welfare-rev ision 
p ackage nex t y ear and might torp edo 
the Social Security bill. 
But Moy nihan conv inced Sen. 
Russell B. Long, D-La., chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee, to hold 
up final committee action on Social 
Security until Carter drop p ed op ­ 
p osition to the welfare amendments. 
The Carter administration, noting 
Ix mg’s influence on tax rev ision, 
welfare, energy tax es and Social 
Security , reluctantly agreed to go 
along with the Moy nihan amendments. 
But House members with influence of 
their own ap p eared adamantly op ­ 
p osed to the welfare p rov isions.

COLUMBIS, Ohio (AP) - The old 
sta te penitentia ry a t Coumbus still 
houses 343 prisoners tra nsferred from 
the London Correctiona l Institute two 
weeks a go following a work stoppa ge.

presented as yet. no one knows 
what form they might take. 
The options 
are 
many 
A 
permanent tax reduction could 
be accomplished simply by 
reducing tax tables a notch or 
two. A temporary reduction 
could come as a tax credit. 
Or, the personal exemption 
of $750 now allowed the tax­ 
payer 
and each 
dependent 


could 
be 
increased. 
The 
exemption has had 
an 
in­ 
teresting history 
When the 
first 
income tax 
law 
was 
adopted in 1913, each taxpayer 
was allowed an exemption of 
$3,000, plus an added $1,000 for 
all his dependents, 
collect­ 
ively. 
That meant each taxpayer 
with at least one dependent 
began his tax return with 4.000 
in 
exempt 
income. 
Con­ 
sidering the income levels of 
1913, few taxpayers paid any 
taxes at all. Sorry, not even 
the most optimistic tax cutter 
expects to see that day again.

Negoti ators Okay 
Tax On Large Cars 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter can claim an important victory 
in congressional negotiators’ approval 
of a tax on fuel-wasting cars. But a 
final agreement on the toughest 
energy problems seems as elusive as 
ever. 
If accepted by a second conference 
committee and then by the House and 
Senate, the auto tax would cost buyers 
of inefficient 1979-model cars up to 
$550, a figure that would soar to as 
much as $3,850 on 1985 models. 
The tax was approved Wednesday by 
the conference committee on energy 
taxes. Another part of the compromise 
approved by the committee would 
allow the 19 million motorists who 
itemize income tax deductions to 
continue to take a deduction for state 
and local gasoline taxes. The House 
had voted to end that tax break. 
Even with those agreements, it 
seems unlikely that Congress will be 
able to wrap up work this year on 
Carter’s energy program. 
The two energy conference com­ 
mittees still face the toughest issues of 
all — the price of natural gas, a tax on 
domestic crude oil to force con­ 
servation and the distribution of 
revenues from that tax. 
There appears to be a hardening of 
positions on key issues. 
Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio,

who supports Carter’s House-approved 
plan to keep federal controls on the 
price of natural gas, said, “ We have no 
leeway in our positoin, absolutely no 
flexibility." 
Rep. Anthony Moffett, D-Conn., said 
an increasing number of House 
members “ would certainly 
rather 
have no bill than to move too far 
toward deregulation” of natural gas 
prices, which is favored by the Senate. 
And Sen. Russell B. Long, I>La., the 
chief Senate delegate at the tax 
committee, was sharply critical of the 
Carter administration for what he 
called its refusal to compromise on 
giving the oil and gas industry ad­ 
ditional 
incentives 
to 
increase 
production. 
The House-Senate panel considering 
natural gas faced another session 
today with little prospect of progress. 
The tax panel, after approving the 
auto tax, adjourned until next week to 
give staff members time to work out 
some proposals for taxing lactones 
and power plants that bum large 
amounts of oil or natural gas. 
The vote on the auto tax was the first 
major agreement reached by the tax 
conferees in 11 days. 
The tax is not expected to save a 
great deal of energy, only about 175,000 
barrels of oil a day compared to 
current U.S. consumption of 18 million 
barrels a day. But backers view the 
tax as a highly visible tool to make 
Americans aware of the need to 
conserve fuel. 
The tax would be paid directly by the 
buyer of any car that does not meet 
minimum standards. It would be in 
addition to a heavy fine on any 
manufacturer whose fleet of new cars 
did not meet mileage standards. While 
the manufacturer would have to pay 
that penalty, it would be passed along 
to customers as higher car prices. 


School Financing 


Ruling Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) - The State 
Board of Education will consider at its 
Monday meeting whether to appeal a 
common pleas court judge’s ruling 
that the state’s system for financing 
public schools is unconstitutional. 
Judge Paul Riley threw out the equal 
yield formula, effective next July 1, in 
a Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Court ruling that it denies children 
equal protection of the law. 
The 
formula, 
which 
requires 
districts to tax themselves above 20 
mills to receive additional state fun­ 
ding, 
also 
was 
rendered 
un­ 
constitutional because it does not 
permit children to attend schools in a 
“ thorough and efficient system of 
common schools."

The confusion about arthritis, 
rheumatism, rheumatoid arthritis and 
osteoarthritis is evident in the letters I 
receive from readers, 
classification of arthritis and related 
disorders made by the American 
Rheumatism Association lists about 
one hundred variations, each of which 
has its own signs, symptoms and 
characteristics. 


Arthritis and rheumatism are often 
wrongly substituted for each other. 
Arthritis is an inflammation, infection 
or change in any joint of the body. 
Rheumatism is a vague term used to 
describe aches and pains and stiffness 
of the muscles, with or without in­ 
volvement of the joints. 
The two major classifications of 
arthritis are rheumatoid arthritis and 
osteoarthritis. Rheumatoid arthritis is 
a chronic inflammation of the joints 
and the tissues around it. It occurs 
more frequently in women than in men 
and can begin to show evidence before 
35. Even today, the exact cause is 
unknown. Although not all physicians 
agree with the concept of a “ focus of 
infection” this is still considered a 
possibility. 


Infections of the kidneys, the 
prostate, the gall bladder, the tonsils, 
the teeth and the sinuses are thought 
by some doctors to be the possible 
reason for the onset of rheumatoid 
arthritis. The symptoms of pain, 
swelling, tenderness of the joints in the 
fingers, the wrists, the knees, the feet, 
the ankles and the elbows characterize 


this form of arthritis. 
Most sufferers are particularly 
distressed with the stiffness that oc­ 
curs when they arise or after long 
periods of inactivity. 
It is not surprising that mental 
depression and fatigue 
frequently 
accompany this and other forms of 
arthritis. Many complicated tests are 
available to establish the exact 
diagnosis. 
Osteoathritis, the cause of which is 
also unknown, is a chronic non­ 
inflammatory disorder that involves 
the bones and the joints. Chiefly, this 
division affects the elderly, the obese 
and those who may have been sub­ 
jected in their occupations to repeated 
injuries. Unlike rheumatoid arthritis, 
the pain of muscle spasms are more 
pronounced after moving about. 
By a detailed history of the onset of 
the signs and symptoms of both con­ 
ditions, and by the highly refined blood 
studies that are now available, the 
physician can distinguish between 
these two closely related, yet in­ 
dividualized forms of arthritis. 
There is today great hope that the 
newly uncovered secrets about all 
forms of arthritis may yet lead to the 
prevention of these debilitating 
disorders. This is, of course, the 
ultimate hope. Today, the use of drugs 
and, in severe cases, the replacement 
of joints in the hip, the wrist and knee, 
are 
returning 
many 
of 
these 
courageous patients to a new life of 
serviceability and freedom from 
devastating pain.

AnheuserBusch, sometimes called the 
king, and Miller Brewing, a growing, 
aggressive marketer. 
It appears now that the issues may 
be more than a tempest in a bottle. 
Involved 
are 
accusations 
of 
deliberate misrepresentation and 
exploitation of consumers, and claims 
that the news media and a government 
agency are being “ used.” 
On November 10, AnheuserBusch 
filed with the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission a request for an investigation 
of Miller, its parent, Philip Morris, 
Inc., and its advertising agency, 
McCann-Erickson Worldwide. 
Miller, said A-B, has been im­ 
properly insinuating that Lowenbrau, 
a quality beer that it distributes, is the 
original imported product that con­ 
noisseurs have savored for nearly five 
centuries, when in fact Miller now 
brews it domestically. 
McCann-Erickson 
declined 
to 
comment, but the response from 
Miller was immediate and spirited. 
“ We find it incredulous that the 
world’s largest brewer would ask the 
FTC to protect them,” it said, adding 
pointedly: 
“ It seems apparent that the crown 
on the King of Beers must be slipping." 
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But a study of the 32-page statement 
filed by A-B indicates that its ac­ 
cusations were motivated by more 
than, as Miller suggested, Lowen- 
brau’s success in the “ superpremium” 
market, where it competes with A-B 
Michelob. 
Perhaps most im portantly, AB 
claimed that domestic Lowenbrau 
isn’t even the same beer that it said the 
consumer market was led to believe 
was a successor to that which was first 
tapped from a keg in 1383. 
It isn’t, said A-B, even the same beer 
that was until recently imported from 
Germany, but which Miller now makes 
in the United States under a licensing 
agreement « 
Contacted 
at 
the 
Lowenbrau 
Brewery in Germany, a spokesman 
seemed to concur. 
The domestic 
product he said, is “ sort of a light beer 
that has been tested and found good for 
American tastes." 
A-B listed these specifics in its 


complaint: 
1. German-brewed Lowenbrau is 
made with 100 per cent barley malt 
and no adjuncts. Domestic Lowenbrau 
is 72 per cent by weight barley malt 
and 28 per cent corn grits. 
2. German-brewed lowenbrau con­ 
tains 
no 
non-natural 
additives. 
Domestic 
Lowenbrau 
contains 
potassium meta bisulfate, an anti­ 
oxidant, and enzymatic chill-proofing 
compound, as well as kelcoloid to 
improve foam. 
3. The German product is naturally 
carbonated, 
or 
krausened. 
The 
domestic brew is carbonated non- 
naturally by injection of carbon 
dioxide. 
4. The German brew is fermented 
twice over a period in excess of six 
weeks. The domestic product is fer­ 
mented once fur a period of nine days. 
When Miller Brewing was told that 
these parts of the A-B document might 
be published, it responded with a long 
statement saying that A-B was usihg 
the FTC and the media “to wage 
nothing more than a campaign of 
product disaparagement in a com­ 
petitive battle with us. 
Said the spokesman: “ To our 
knowledge this is the first time in the 
history of the FTC of a complainant. 
“ The fact is that this complaint, 
which you have a copy of, is not a 
public record, further confirms their 
use of the press in this competitive 
battle.” 
The spokesman added, “ We are 
confident 
that 
our 
advertising, 
labeling and packaging is accurate, 
truthful and in compliance with the 
law,” A detailed refutation would be 
filed with the FTC, he said. 


Asked about the public versus 
private nature of the document, 
Stephen Newberg-Rinn, an FTC, at­ 
torney, stated flatly: “ It is in fact 
public." The decision to make it public 
can be made by the complainant, he 
said.

emphasize the point. 


Alter Miller Brewing files its answer 
to the complaint, he said, the matter

34 cup chablis or other white wine

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter sometimes corrects grammar 
and spelling in memoes submitted by 
underlings. May be he should turn his 
attention to their speech tex ts. 
The office of Robert Upshutz, White 
House counsel, once handed reporters 
a tex t in which Lipshutz reported that 
leaders of the dev eloping nations are 
busy “ irradicating illeracy .” That's 
not a ty pographical error, or errors. At 
least, not here. 
Lipshutz also was quoted as using 
the following ungrammatical phrase, 
“ out of respect of the inherent dignity 
and man and woman.” 
Dr. Peter Bourne, the president’s 
special assistant for health issues, is a 
learned 
man. 
But 
som eone, 
presumably a speechwriter, recently 
had him 
spelling m inuscule as 
miniscule. 
During 
the 
cam paign, 
Carter 
himself earned a reputation for precise 
use of words. He is not infallible, of 
course. 
For ex ample, Carter likes to talk 
about the “ enormity ” of the energy 
problem. The preferred definitions of 
the word in Webster’s New World 
Dictionary are “ great wickedness" 
and “ a monstrous or outrageous act; 
v ery wicked crime.” 
Carter presumably uses the word as 
a reference to “ enormous size or ex ­ 
tent; v astness.” But the dictionary 
say s this is “ generally considered a 
loose usage.”

Snow Shoveling Can 
'Break Your H eart' 


Fire Prevention Stressed 
With Holiday Decorations 


<Q.) For the CB’er, what is the most 
effective way to increase radio 
communication range’ 
(A.) All CB radios have an output 
power level in the neighborhood of 4 
watts 
According to Uncle Charlie 
iFCC) it is illegal to run higher power 
than this. There are. however, no 
restrictions on the type of antenna you 
can use (There are height restric­ 
tions.! A good ' gain type" beam an­ 
tenna can effectively increase your 
radiated power and radio range 
considerably. You are allowed to place 
a beam antenna 20 feet higher than the 
structure on which it is mounted 
i provided it isn’t a mast or tower in­ 
stalled especially for the beam i A 
beam antenna placed 20 feet over a tall 
building or a tree using low loss coax 
transmission line can easily give you 
an ER P (effective radiated power) of 
30 watts or more. 
There are even lower loss trans­ 
mission lines than standard coax 
type. 
Using 
open-wire 
"ladder 
line” 
or 
air-dielectric 
trans­ 
mission lines (on a hundred foot 
length) can increase your ER P 
another 20 percent to 50 percent. 
Remember it isn't what your trans­ 
ceiver puts out in power that counts! 
It’s what your antenna system 
radiates that is all important! It is an 
absolute fact that you can have a 
higher ERP with a good radiating 
system i and legal power) than you can 
with some (illegal) amplifiers and a 
poor one. It has been mathematically 
proven. 
(Q.) Just what do all those fancy 
controls do on my CB radio’ 
(A.) Everybody knows about the on- 
off-volume switch, the mike button and 
the channel switch. The other swit­ 
ches, however, seem to confuse a lot of 
people. The fact is that in many cases 
they are not really necessary, but like 
the fancy car with all the ‘‘extras,’’ 
sometimes it’s nice to have them. The 
most common accessory controls 
found on most better quality CB’s are: 
Automatic 
Noise 
Limiter 
— 
Sometimes marked AN I. or NL, this 
control limits unwanted pulses of 
static and noise caused by lightning, 
motor arcing, spark plugs and the like. 
Noise Silencer or Blanker — Usually 
marked NB on the control, it is usually 
more effective than a noise limiter in 
that it can eliminate extra unwanted 
noise (to some extent) rather than just 
eliminating the sharp spikes or pulses. 
Delta Tune or Fine Tuning — Allows 
you to change your frequency just a 


little bit in either direction of center 
channel. Helps to make the voice 
communications 
more 
un­ 
derstandable. Usually a Delta tuning 
control will allow you to adjust your 
channel frequency 1 KHz either way. 
On a sideband radio, this control is 
called a “ Clarifier,” 
RF Gain — This is a sensitivity 
control that allows you to adjust the 
strength of incoming signals If the 
•■»ignal is too loud and slightly 
gar­ 
bled," by backing off on this control, 
the signal will become clear It is also 
handy for eliminating weak (but in­ 
terfering signals) when a stronger 
signal is being copied. For weaker 
signals, however, you will want to 
increase the RF Gain 
Distance - I>ocal Switch — is found 
on GB radios usually when they don’t 
have an RF’ Gain control. This control 
is basically an attenuator in that it 
reduces transmitter power so that you 
will not overload nearby CB radios and 
be 
unreadable. 
Two-way 
com­ 
munication is very difficult when the 
person you are talking to is in the same 
neighborhood and he does not have a 
way to reduce his CB transceiver’s RF 
gain. 
Microphone Gain — Not found on 
every CB radio, this control adjusts the 
amount of audio power being fed from 
the mike to the audio stage of your 
transceiver. 
It 
increases 
(or 
decreases) talk power. CB radio 
operators should be very careful not to 
overmodulate their sets and cause 
“bleedover" onto other channels. 
“ S" Meter - This is a front panel 
meter that serves a two fold purpose. 
It allows you to know that you are 
“talking" over the air on transmit and 
gives a relative incoming signal 
strength reading on received signals. 
There are other controls, such as CB- 
PA (allows CB radio to be used for 
paging with an external speaker); 
selective calling (a brand new feature 
that is being built into CB’s that will 
allow specific CB radios to be called), 
AM-SSB (switches that allow transfer 
from AM to sideband mode), and on 
and on . .. There seems to be no end. 
New controls are coming out daily it 
appears. 
iQ.) How come you have to be 18 
years old to get a CB license, yet a 
“ham" radio operator can be as young 
as four years old?

A snow shovel may seem very in­ 
nocent leaning against a garage wall 
or hanging on a hook in the basement, 
but in the wrong hands, usually those 
of an out of shape person, it can be a 
lethal weapon. 
Kathy Tomlinson, president of the 
Pickaway County Heart Branch, says 
“ Every winter following a heavy 
snowfall, our communities are hit with 
a flurry of heart attack deaths, most 
due to overexertion from snow 
shoveling." 
Snow shoveling is a strenous exer­ 
cise. It may look light as it floats softly 
to the ground, but snow quickly packs 
down and becomes quite heavy on the 
end of a shovel. 
“Anyone unaccustomed to regular 
physical activity, especially those 
persons over 45, can easily over do it," 
Tomlinson said. "These persons 
should shovel slowly and rest often.” 
The heart association advises that 
anyone shoveling snow, despite age, 
should take occasional breaks. Even 
the healthy man can push himself to 
the point of exhaustion or even heart 
attack. 
Tomlinson said, “ Following these 
heart association tips can help keep 
that snow shovel in your hands all 
season." 
If overweight and, or out of shape, 
see a doctor before shoveling, even if 
no symptoms of ill health are present. 
If you have a history of heart 
disease, it is imperative to see a doctor 
before heaving that first shovelful. 
Shovel before eating or at least two 
hours afterward. Always avoid undue 
exertion immediately after meals. 
Don’t make your arms do all the 
work. Use all your muscles. Those 
shovelfuls will be lighter if you lift with 
your back, leg and arm muscles. 
“ Remember, snow is much heavier 
when wet,” Tomlinson added. 
Wear warm, but light clothing. 
Underdressing may lead to chilling, 
while too much clothing could lead to 
overheating. 
Tomlinson also advised against 
smoking or drinking while shoveling 
snow. 
"Alcohol may give you a false lift

COLUMBUS - The holiday season 
presents special fire hazards — 
hazards that could cause serious in­ 
jury or death. State Fire Marshal 
Terry E. Drake urges Ohioans to take 
special precautions when decorating 
their homes. 
The Fire Marshal’s Fire Prevention 
Bureau reports that Christmas trees, 
electrical equipment and open flames 
of candles and fireplaces present the 
greatest fire hazards. To reduce the 
number of holiday fires in Ohio, Don 
Ryan, Chief of the Fire Prevention 
Bureau, developed the following 
guidelines. 
When buying electrical lighting and 
other decorations, check that all 
electrical equipment has been tested 
by a nationally known and recognized 
testing laboratory. If lights are to be 
used outside, they should be approved 
and manufactured specifically for 
exterior use in order to withstand the 
elements. Also check last year’s 
electrical equipment to be certain none 
of the wiring is frayed or exposed. 
Use the proper size bulbs in your 
decorative lighting. Test the lights and 
replace any burned out bulbs before 
putting them in some hard-to-reach 
spot on your tree. Always turn lights 
off before you leave the house or go to 
bed. 
When decorating, be careful not to 
overload electrical circuits. A circuit 
is overloaded when a fuse bums out or 
the circuit-breaker turns off. If a fuse 
burns out, do not replace it with a 
larger one; this will not increase the 
capacity of the circuit and will only 
add to the hazard. 
Use extension cords only when 
absolutely necessary. Do not run cords 
under carpets, rugs, or any other 
combustible material. 
Always use a fireplace screen and 
never leave burning candles or 
fireplaces unattended. Don’t use your 
fireplace to bum large amounts of 


discarded wrapping paper; your fire 
could overheat and cause damage. Be 
careful not to place combustible 
decorations or greenery near candles 
or fireplaces. 
If you have a live tree, make sure 
your stand is always full of water — a 
dry tree is an extreme fire hazard. Be 
certain your tree stand is sturdy and 
large enought for your tree. Avoid 
combustible tree decorations and do 
not place your tree near any heat 
source (such as vents, fireplace, 
television sets). Do not block doorways 
or exits with your decorated tree. 
Marshal Drake reminds Ohioans 
that taking the extra time to follow 
these guidelines and check for fire 
hazards could make the difference 
tietween a joyous or tragic holiday.

The organization operates with a 
secrecy about its own financial affairs 
that oddly contrasts with its leader’s 
exuberant celebration of the Joys of 
spending money. 
, 
The studied obscurity of Ike s 
organization, the United Christian 
Evangelistic Association, is reflected 
by its headquarters 
There is no name on the door of the 
three-story building at 910 ( om* 
monwealth Ave. In the bare lobby, the 
only hint of what lies on the floors 


above is emergency switches labeled 
’‘computer rooms," ‘tape storage 
and "key punch," But it is impossible 
for outsiders to see these rooms The 
stairway and the elevator are locked. 
“ Ike’s basic attitude is that the work 
that is done here is private." said 
Kenneth Kolman. the association’s 
director of operations. "He has chosen 
to keep it very closed." 
F,stimates of the association’s an­ 
nual income range from $6.5 million to 
$15 million, but the real figure is 
secret. 
The headquarters provides the 
behind-the-scenes organization for the 
flamboyant personal style of the Rev. 
Ike. 
Requests to interview Rev. Ike were 
consistantly refused and Kolman was

Ike is a handsome, impeccably 
groomed 42-year-old black man who 
preaches the advantages of a positive 
self-image.

Bone M arrow 
Transplant 
Perform ed 


M INNEAPO US (API - Doctors at

performed a bone marrow transplant 
Thursday which doctors hope will save 
the life of a Cambridge, Ohio, boy. 


Kevin Boyd, 11, received a pint and a 
half of bone marrow from his 8-year- 
old sister Tricia during a three-hour 
procedure, a hospital spokesman. Bob 
l,ee, said. 


liee said both children were doing 
well. He said it would be about a month 
before doctors know whether the 
transplant was successful. 
In the 
meantime, 
Kevin will 
remain in 
protective isolation. 
Kevin has aplastic anemia, which 
has destroyed the bloodmaking func­ 
tion of his bone marrow and rendered 
his immune system ineffective. It is 
hoped the transplant of healthy 
marrow will restore the marrow 
function and give Kevin an immune 
system that works. 
Kevin, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
R. Boyd, was flown to Minnesota Nov. 
20 after the family received private 
donations totaling more than $8,000 to 
help them pay existing hospital bills, 
transportation and housing costs in 
Minneapolis. 
The Ohio Bureau of Crippled 
Children’s Services will pay for the 
operation and the lengthy hospital stay 
it requires. 
Kevin was at Children’s Hospital in 
Columbus when it was discovered in 
mid-November that he had the illness. 
Medical officials there agreed he could 
get the best treatment in Minneapolis. 
After it was made public that 
Kevin’s parents could not afford to 
take him to Minnesota, offers of help 
poured in. A Florida man even offered 
to fly Kevin to Minneapolis in his 
private plane. 
However, a commercial flight was 
used because the entire family had to 
be transported so doctors in Min­ 
neapolis could conduct tests to find the 
best candidate for the transplant.

says, does wonders for self-esteem. 
"It is the lack of money, not the love 
of money, which is the root of all evil," 
Ike says. 
He tells his followers: "W e are not 
interested in pie in the sky bye and 
bye. We want our pie now, with ice 
cream on it and a cherry on top." 
Ike practices what he preaches. 
He wears $1,900 suits. His fingers 
glisten with diamonds and gold. He 
rides to his New York church in an 
$85,000 automobile 
At last count, Ike had 16 Rolls- 
Royces at his disposal He has a choice 
of spending the night at a house in 
Redondo, Calif., an apartment in New 
York City or the church’s parsonage in 
suburban Westchester County. 
On Sundays, he preaches at his 5,090- 
seat United Church in the Washington 
Heights section of Manhattan. It is an 
ornate former movie theater filled 
with antique French furniture and 
valued at $2 million. 
Ike draws a yearly salary of $40,000, 
but Kolman says most of the jewelry, 
cars and other symbols of wealth are 
paid for and owned by the church — 
the United Church, Science of Living 
Institute. 
The tax-exempt church, in turn, is 
supported largely through donations. 
. 
When the collection plate is passed on 
Sunday, Ike likes to say, "Please do 
not give change. Change makes me 
nervous in the service." 
He urges followers to write to him, 
and much of the church’s cash is 
contained in the piles of mail that 
arrives each day at a post office box in 
the Boston suburb of Brookline. 
Kolman says the mail is put in sealed 
containers at the post office. Then it is 
taken to a bank, where bank em­ 
ployees open it and take out the money. 
They write the amount they find on the 
envelopes, then send all the mail to the 
headquarters. 
"The money goes directly into the 


hands of the bank so that nobody in our 
operation gets their hands on it," 
Kolman said. 
Although no money is handled at the 
headquarters, 
Kolman said 
the 
building is unmarked to avoid the 
threat of holdups. 
The organization’s hooks are audited 
by Peat, Marwick, Mitchell and Co., a 
nationally known accounting firm. 
They are also checked by Ike’s wife, 
Kula. 
"She comes in and helps keep me 
honest," Kolman said. "She examines 
every single expenditure There is a 
great system of checks and balances 
within the organization." 
Financial decisions are overseen by 
a seven-member board of directors. 
Bu Kolman said the directors’ iden­ 
tities are another church secret. 
Kolman, who was an accountant 
before he joined the church 10 years 
ago, said the board decided whether to 
accept investment suggestions made 
by him, Ike and the church’s lawyers. 
Most of the money, he said, is put 
into government securities and bank 
accounts. 
However, he added, "There’s not all 
that much invested, because the 
money is turned around very quickly 
into radio broadcasts, television and 
magazines. The purpose of the 
ministry is to get the philosophy across 
to the great mass of the people, and 
this is an extremely expensive thing to 
do." 
Ike’s sermons are heard on 85 radio 
stations each week with 15-or 30- 
minute programs, ranging from daily 
to weekly broadcasts. He discontinued 
producing television programs four 
years ago. 
The church, founded in 1962, does not 
officially have members. But it 
receives mail from 1.3 million people 
each month. Most of them live in New 
York and the South. 


Kolman says the following is mostly 
black, though in California they are 90 
per cent white. 
"Figures and information are filed 
with Internal Revenue, and Internal 
Revenue and the post office examine 


u s very, very carefully, Kolman said. 
"If they didn’t think that things were 
proper, we wouldn’t still be here. 
‘ What it really amounts to is that we 
do everything that’s required of us. 
Beyond that, the Rev Ike feels that it s 
nobody’s business."

Boston Red Sox, and a $5 million 
reorga niz a tion 
of 
the 
Cleveland 
Indians. 
Texas owner Brad Corbett started 
the four-way swap that changed the 
look of the National League East, 
made the Rangers a favorite in the 
American I .eague West and began the 
reconstruction of 
Turner’s 
hapless 
Atlanta team. 
Corbett began Thursday talking a 
minor deal with the New York Mets 
when he discovered the Mets coveted 
Montanez, slugging first baseman of 
the Braves. 
So,

Atlanta into dealing him Montanez for 
reliever 
Adrian 
Devine, 
outfielder 


Tommy Boggs and minor league in­

Corbett had a fine 
pitcher in M atlack, much better than 
his 7-15 record with the Mets, and a 
consistent hitter and excellent fielder 
in Oliver. Pittsburgh got a good hitter 
in Milner, and the pitcher they so badly 
needed in Blyleven. The Mets picked 
up needed power in Montanez, and as 
Turner said, “ we got some young 
players more interested in baseball 
than money.” 
It was believed to be the biggest 
winter meeting deal since 1954, when 
the Baltim ore Orioles and New York 
Yankees engineered a 17-player trade. 


NEW YORK (AP) - When Tony 
Dorsett won the 1976 Heisman Trophy 
as the outstanding college football 
player in the land, Earl Campbell was 
in the training room at the University 
of Texas trying to ease the pain of an 
injury-filled junior season. 
“ 1 saw it on TV,” Campbell said, 
“ and I said to myself ... ‘Someday.’’’ 
Someday arrived Thursday night as 
Campbell, a 220-pound 
blockbuster 
from the rose fields of Tyler, Tex., won 
the 43rd annual Heisman Trophy. The 
announcement was made on national 
television to cap an hour-long-plus CBS 
“ spectacular” that wasn’t nearly as 
spectacular as Campbell’s slashing 
runs. 
Trailing Campbell in the voting were 
Notre Dame tight end Ken MacAfee 
and Oklahoma State running back 
Terry M iller... or, if you prefer. Miller 
and MacAfee. 
No one really knows except the

Forster & Co. The Downtown Athletic 
Club of New York, which awards the 
Heisman, usually lists the top 
14 
finishers, along with votes for first, 
second and third places and total 
points based on a 3-2-1 count, as well as 
a breakdown by regions.

Baseball Played By Pilgrims 


NEW YORK iAP) — Ted Turner 
may not have been aware of it when he 
was skippering the 12-meter sloop 
Courageous to victory in the 23rd 
defense of the America's ('up this 
summer, but baseball and yachting 
are blood cousins. 
They have been for at least 126 
years. 
For this 
piece of 
priceless 
in­ 
formation, we are indebted to Harry 
Sim m ons of 
the 
baseball 
com ­ 
missioner’s office. Harry is the gam e’s 
VPICODUPIEEFODCA. 
Translated, 
that is Vice President In Charge of 
Digging Up Information Everybody 
Else Forgot or Didn’t Care About 
It was Simmons who, a few years 
ago while rummaging through the dust 
and 
cobw ebs 
of 
diamond 
lore, 
discovered that baseball, or a rough 
form of it — instead of being an in­ 
vention of Gen. Abner Doubleday in 
the mid-1800s — actually was a vice of 
the Pilgrims back in 1622. 
The revelation surfaced in an official 
proclamation by the then Gov. William 
Bradford of Massachusetts. At the 
time, Christmas was not a legal 
holiday for most P ilgrim s, who 
regarded it as heathen. The straight- 
laced, highly religious P uritan s, 
however, refused to work on Christ­ 
m as Day. 
Gov. 
Bradford 
bowed 
to 
the 
P u ritan s’ 
convictions. 
Yet 
on 
Christmas Day, 1622, while leading 
workers into the fields, he caught sight 
of the Puritans “ at play in the streets, 
throwing and stroking in a game called 
stoole 
ball.” ’ 
He 
was 
livid. 
He 
proceeded to dress down the offenders 
with an official reprimand. 
“ Stoole ball’’ became an ancestor of 
baseball as we know it. 
Recorded baseball history also got a 
shaking up when Simmons, in his 
research, uncovered journals telling of 
black “ freedmen” playing a gam e 
sim ilar to baseball in the Weeksville 
(Now 
Bedford-Stuyvesant) 
and 
Williamsburg sections of Brooklyn in 
1860, before the Civil War. 
Jackie Robinson was 87 years late. 
As for the dapper, swashbuckling 
Turner, owner of the Atlanta Braves 


baseball team, he was a century and a 
quarter late in linking those two im­ 
plausible of sports cousins — yachting 
and baseball. 
When Turner sailed the sleek 
Courageous to four straight victories 
over the 
A ustralian challenger, 
Australia, off Newport, R.I., he was 
putting a reverse twist on some an­ 
cient lore found by Simmons in a 
yellowed and tattered book, published 
in 1868, titled “ American Pastim es.” It 
was written by Charles Paverelly and 
touched on such sports as Base Ball 
(Cap B, B, two words), Cricket, 
Rowing and Yachting. 
One name appears prominently in 
two of the chapters — that of George 
Steers. It was Steers who designed and 
built the schooner A m erica for 
Commodore John C. Stevens of the 
New York Yacht Club. It was the 
America which sailed into Cowes in the 
summer of 1851 and — after her 
commandant had thrown down a 
challenge — beat 16 of Britain’s finest 
sailing vessels in a race around the Isle 
of Wight. 
An easy winner, the U.S. schooner’s 
crew was awarded a bottomless silver 
cup by the Queen. This became the 
famed 
America’s Cup, 
for 
which 
England and other nations have 
challenged over the ensuing years but 
never won. 
During this period, a favorite 
pastime back in the United States was 
a game called Base Ball, borrowed 
from the old English game of Roun­ 


ders, and refined, “ a noble and manly 
gam e,” historians said. Base Ball 
clubs sprang up almost everywhere, 
one 
of 
the 
earliest 
being 
the 
Knickerbocker Club of 1842 and 1843. 
Another team was the 
Eckford 
Baseball Club of Brooklyn, composed 
of shipwrights and mechanics. The 
team ’s star player; George Steers, 
designer of the America. 
When Eckford beat Union 228 in its 
first game, Frank Pidgeon, writing in 
’ Porter’s Spirit, 1855, could not restrain 
his enthusiasm. 
“ G eorge 
S te e rs,” 
he 
said. 
“ Everything he did was well. I fear 
many a day will go by before we see his 
equal again.” 
So went the early growing pains of 
our national pastime. 
Not true. R esearch er Sim m ons 
insists, that after the bloody Civil War, 
a 
dying 
President 
Lincoln 
called 
General Doubleday to his bedside and 
invoked him: “ Our country is divided. 
Do something. Invent baseball.”

Every Tip In 
Kennedy Death 


WASHINGTON (AP) — It aU started 
when Allen Bressler and Edward Van 
Washenova opened the boxcar. 
Like a small bam on wheels, it 
squatted on the railroad tracks in 
Newport, Mich., in the December cold 
IO days after John F. Kennedy was 
killed in Dallas. 
The boxcar was waiting for grain 
from Kahlbaum Brothers, a mill that 
contributed much to the economy of 
Newport and virtually all to the 
economy of Bressler and Van 
Washenova. 
Their job was to get the boxcar 
ready for loading. But what the two 
saw inside brought them up short. 
Before the day was out, their alarm 
would set in motion an intense, 72-hour 
effort by four FBI agents to trace the 
whereabouts of the boxcar during the 
previous eight months, find out who 
might have been inside, discover why 
he did what he did and learn what he 
knew about the murder of a president. 
The hunt was typical of the dogged 
effort the FBI mounted in pursuit of 
almost every tip they got after Ken­ 
nedy’s assassination on Nov. 22, 1963.

Files made public this week, 14 years 
later, make some of the unsuccessful 
efforts look ridiculous. 
When Bressler and Van Washenova 
opened the doors on New York Central 
Boxcar No. 124475, they saw printed on 
the wall in yellow chalk: 
“Lee Oswald, Dallas Texas.” The 
city and state were underlined. 
Printed to the right were these 
words: 
“Future man of destiny, Apr. 4, 
1963.” 
That was eight months before the 
assassination. How did the writer 
know? Was this evidence of a con­ 
spiracy? 
On the spot, Bressler and Van 
Washenova dropped any notion of 
filling the boxcar. They set out to find 
Harold McCormick, manager of the 
mill. They told him what they’d seen.

Agent Paul Costello went to 
Newport and talked to McCormick. 
The manager told him Boxcar 124475 
was rolled up to the mill on Friday 
evening, Nov. 29 — seven days after 
Kennedy was shot. 
Agent Costello walked out to the 
tracks. Inside the car, he found the 
writing.

his opening remarks,'he stated that 
there had been a few different in­ 
cidents of uniform problems with the 
Tigerette group during the past 
football season.

“At first 
I considered removing the young 
ladies from the band entirely, but after 
more thought on the matter, I decided 
to suspend the Tigerettes as a mar­ 
ching group for the remainder of this 
school year.” According to Howcroft, 
the girls will be permitted to par­ 
ticipate in the band, but not as a 
Tigerette group. 
Parents speaking included Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Cull urns, Mr. James 
Lockard, Mrs. Nancy Speakman, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald Strawser. In 
similar remarks to the members of 
the Board, and speaking on behalf of 
their daughters, they stated to the 
Board that they felt the punishment 
given the girls for changing their 
routine without permission was too 
severe. They felt that there was a 
breakdown in communication, and 
some of them asked who the extra 
groups in the band (such as Tigerettes, 
color guard, and majorettes) finally 
answered to--Howcroft, Assistant 
Band Director Deborah Fannin, or co­ 
captains within those individual 
marching units.

CAIRO (AP) — King Hussein, trying 
to mediate the Arab dispute over 
President Anwar Sadat’s peace 
overtures to Israel, unexpectedly 
returned to Jordan today after his 
talks with Sadat were cut short. 
Syrian President Hafez Assad, 
meanwhile, toured the Persian Gulf 
trying to get Sadat’s bankroller to use 
financial pressure to stifle the 
Egyptian leader’s one-man peace 
campaign. 
In Brussels, Belgium, Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance said before 
leaving on his own Middle East tour 
that Sadat’s planned Cairo peace talks 
next week could lead to “an agreement 
in principle covering a comprehensive 
settlement.” 
He said Washington and Moscow are 
deeply divided over the talks. “I do not 
believe they (the Russians) would 
support in any way the Cairo con­ 
ference,” he said. 
Vance, who spoke with reporters at 
the end of a meeting of Atlantic 
alliance foreign ministers, was 
scheduled to arrive in Cairo later 
today. 
Sadat and Hussein met for 2% hours 
Thursday 
night, 
and 
Egyptian 
newspapers and Jordanian diplomats 
said the talks were to resume today. 
But IO minutes after a grimlooking 
Sadat arrived at Kubbeh Palace for 
the expected meeting today, the two 
rode off to Cairo airport and the Jor­ 
danian monarch flew home. 
This prompted speculation that 
Hussein’s mission had failed, at least 


for the moment. He had met Wed­ 
nesday with Syria’s Assad with no 
apparent results. 
Assad arrived in Kuwait today from 
Riyadh, where he met Thursday with 
King Khaled of Saudi Arabia and 
Crown Prince Fahd, the Saudi prime 
minister. Saudi Arabia is the chief 
contributor of oil wealth to im­ 
poverished Egypt. 
There was no indication the Syrian 
president had succeeded in getting 
Khaled and Fahd to put pressure on 
Sadat by threatening to cut off crucial 
financial support. 
After Assad departed, the Saudi 
information minister, Mohammed 
Abdo Yamani, said King Khaled has 
“expressed hope that Allah will help 
the Arabs reunify their ranks and 
achieve their aspirations.” 
The Syrian president was going on 
Saturday to Qatar, another oil-rich 
state on the Persian Gulf. 
A leading Egyptian newspaper 
editor who accompanied Sadat on his 
historic trip to Jerusalem told a news 
conference in New York that Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait both approved of 
the Egyptian leader’s strategy. 
“ I have read letters between 
President Sadat and King Khaled,” 
said Moussa Sabri, editor-in-chief of Al 
Akhbar. “I know that there were many 
contacts between President Sadat and 
Saudi Arabia. Saudi Arabia is backing 
the visit. So are Kuwait, the Gulf coast, 
Sudan, the Emirates, Morocco and 
Tunisia.” 
“Syria will come back with Egypt 


because there is no alternative,” the 
editor commented. “If the Syrians 
want to make war, they can’t alone. If 
they are struggling for peace, we are 
struggling for peace.” 
Hussein, attempting to breach the 
gap between Assad and Sadat, came to 
Cairo Thursday from Damascus. The 
Syrian government press and radio 
reported he failed to shake Assad’s 
opposition to the direct Israeli- 
Egyptian dialogue engineered by 
Sadat. 
The king had been expected to follow 
Assad to Riyadh, but instead he went 
home to Amman. There was no ex­ 
planation, and it was not known if he 
might go to Saudi Arabia later. 
Preparations continued for the 
second stage of Sadat’s peace 
initiative — talks opening in Cairo 
Wednesday between Egypt and Israel, 
along with U.S. and United Nations 
representatives, to make preparations 
for a general Arab-Israeli peace 
conference in Geneva. 
Unconfirmed reports said Hussein 
might send an observer to the con­ 
ference, but informed sources said he 
would hesitate to do so if that would 
threaten his relations with Assad. 
Another mediator trying to bring 
Sadat and Assad together again, U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, was 
flying to Cairo today from a NATO 
meeting in Brussels. Officials said he 
was able to arouse only lukewarm 
support among America’s European 
allies for the Egyptian-Israeli peace 
effort. 
Struggles Over Amendments 
Hurt Social Security Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Unexpected 
struggles over amendments are 
dashing hopes that Congress can 
complete action this year on a major 
increase in Social Security taxes. 


Senate and House 
conferees, 
meeting separately on Thursday in 
hopes of resolving differences between 
the two chambers, found themselves 
farther apart than had been predicted, 
and a proposed compromise fell apart. 
One congressional aide who is 
closely involved in writing a com­ 
promise bill estimated there is only 
one chance in five of reaching 
agreement today, as Democratic 
congressional leaders had anticipated.

Communists M ay Have Wanted Kennedy Dead 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The late J. 
Edgar Hoover once said it was “en­ 
tirely possible” that communists 
wanted to do away with John F. 
Kennedy because he was getting along 
too well with the Russians. 
Six months after Kennedy was 
assassinated in Dallas by Lee Harvey 
Oswald, the FBI chief agreed with 
speculation that communists might 
have wanted to be rid of the president 
“so that this obstacle to their desired 
philosophy could be removed.” 
There was little elaboration to the 
remark, which was found among the 
40,001 pages of FBI files on the Ken­ 
nedy assassination opened this week to 
public view. 
The reference was in the typed notes 
of an interview that Hoover granted to 
William Manchester, who had been 
commissioned by Kennedy’s widow, 
Jacqueline, to write an account of the 
traumatic events surrounding the Nov. 
22, 1963, assassination in Dallas. 
“ Manchester 
speculated 
that 
perhaps the communists, including 


Oswald, did not like the relationship 
between the late president and (Soviet 
Chairman Nikita) Khrushchev,” the 
notes say. “The director replied that 
this was entirely possible ... The 
director told Manchester that he had 
always felt it better to kick individuals 
like Khrushchev on the shins once in a 
while rather than to boot-lick them.” 
The bulky FBI files show that 
detente between Russia and the United 
States apparently was first raised as a 
possible contributing motive for the 
assassination by Sanchez Bella, the 
Spanish ambassador to Italy. 
Bella told reporters in Rome on Dec. 
5, 1963 — 13 days after the Kennedy 
assassination — that Spain’s in­ 
telligence services had established a 
possible link between Cuban Premier 
Fidel Castro, Oswald and the events in 
Dallas. 
The ambassador cited Castro’s 
concern about the improving re­ 
lationship between the United States 
and the Soviet Union as a possible 
reason for wanting to see Kennedy 


killed. 
Hoover said it was difficult to 
speculate on the motives of Oswald, 
whose interest in socialism and 
communism dated back to his mid­ 
teens. Perhaps, Hoover mused, 
Oswald was aiming at Texas Gov. 
John Connally, a passenger in the 
presidential convertible who was 
seriously wounded by the assassin. 
The 24-foot stack of papers released 
this week will be matched in January 
when the second half is made public. 
But still, skeptics of the Warren Report 
and its conclusion that Oswald acted 
alone were less than pleased. 
“I’ll wait until the next 40,000 pages 
come out,” said Mark Lane, author of 
“Rush to Judgment.” 
And Harold Weisberg, who wrote 
seven books on the assassination while 
fighting to obtain the FBI documents, 
argued that the sheer bulk renders the 
material “indigestible by even the 
most 
competent, 
conscientious 
journalist.” 
Indeed, the size of the investigation, 


the pursuit of the most tenuous of 
leads, the interviews with hundreds of 
people crosschecked and double­ 
checked is more impressive than 
anything in the materials. The 
documents so far have revealed 
nothing to challenge the Warren 
Commission’s conclusion that there 
was no conspiracy.. 
The FBI scoured the country for any 
clue to Oswald and to Jack Ruby, the 
night club owner who killed him. Any 
crank who made a report, any theory, 
no matter how remote or seemingly 
crackpot, was at least listened to — 
and often acted on. In June 1964, six 
months after the event, Hoover told 
Manchester that 50 FBI men were still 
on the case fulltime. 
The FBI director was critical of the 
way the Dallas police handled the 
Kennedy assassination. He told 
Manchester if the FBI had taken 
custody of Oswald, he would never 
have been killed by Ruby. 
FBI 
men 
obtained 
Oswald's 
psychiatric records when he was 13 


and living in New York. He is revealed 
as a troubled, withdrawn child, a 
chronic truant, a youngster with an 
uncaring mother. 
He became interested in the political 
left in those Cold War years and after 
he enlisted in the Marines, at age 17, 
the men who served with Oswald heard 
him speak sympathetically of com­ 
munism. 
A 
fellow 
Marine 
called 
him 
“Oswaldskovich” and he reveled in it. 
In 1959 he went to Russia and met 
Marina, who became his wife. The FBI 
learned from her that she would never 
have married Oswald had she known 
he wanted to return to the United 
States. 
When they did return, they began 
quarreling and she wanted a divorce 
because of his “crazy ideas and 
political 
opinions.

was 
arrested after a fight in New Orleans 
while passing out leaflets for the “Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee.” He took a 
shot at Maj. Gen. Edwin Walker and 
missed.

Cincinnati 
Puts 
Pres 
On For ERA 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Cincinnati 
City Council took a leadership role in 
economic sanctions against states 
which have not ratified the Equal 
Rights Amendment but only after 
making sure it would not cost the city 
federal funds. 
Council barred officials and em­ 
ployees from going to conventions and 
seminars in states which have not 
ratified the ERA, unless they are 
conducting city business. 
’’Cities can help in exerting this 
economic pressure which may help 
speed ratification,” said Coun­ 
cilwoman Bobbie Sterne, who will 
assume her second term as mayor in 
January 1979. 
The council voted Wednesday to bar 
officials and city employees from 
attending conventions and seminars in 
the 15 states which have not ratified 
the ERA. 
“The more people refuse to attend 
conventions in unratified states, the 
more national organizations will be 
encouraged to join the boycott," said 
Mrs. Sterne. 
The 
measure 
was 
amended, 
however, when City Manager William 
Donaldson 
pointed 
out 
that 
representatives must go regularly to 
Chicago where regional headquarters 
are located for the Departments of 
Labor and Housing and Urban 
Development which supply federal 
funds. Illinois has not ratified the 
ERA. 
The resolution was amended to limit 
such visits to official business only. 
Minority 
Republican Councilman 
Guy Guckenberger called 
Mrs. 
Sterne’s resolution “frivolous. 
"Why don’t we petition President 
Carter not to go back to Georgia since 
Georgia is one of the states that has not 
ratified ERA?” he asked. 
“You’re just saying that because 
you’re a male,” Mrs. Sterne answered. 
“I will plead my case for myself and 
all the other women in this country.” 
Guckenberger then changed his vote 
after approval of the amendment. 
Councilman David Mann, the lone 
final dissenter, said he approves of the 
ERA but not economic measures to 
force it.

Raw icy winds sent fresh snow 
swirling across sections of the Midwest 
and Northeast today, stranding 
motorists on clogged highways and 
forcing schools and businesses to 
close. 
Temperatures plummeted as the 
storm, bom of a low pressure system 
in the Rockies and fed by frigid Arctic 
air, sliced through the nation’s mid­ 
section. In Dallas, the mercury 
dropped from a record high of 80 in 
mid-afternoon to 30 this morning. 
Temperatures were below the freezing 
mark in the Panhandle. 
In the Dakotas, temperatures of 25 to 
30 below zero combined with winds of 
15 to 25 mph for wind-chill indexes of 60 
to 80 below. Temperatures of 40 below 
were predicted today in both states. 
“The freeways are a mess,” said a 
Michigan state police dispatcher in 
Detroit on Thursday. ‘‘Rush-hour 
traffic is bad enough on a good day. 
Today ifs horrible.” 
Dozens of abandoned cars lined 
freeway shoulders, most buried under 
snow from passing plows. Detroit’s 
zero-degree reading Thursday set a 
record for the coldest Dec. 8 since 1882. 
The snow was blamed for the death 
of Lloyd Jakubos, 48, of Lapeer, Mich., 
in a crash on state route 24, state police 
said. 
The new snow, added to the crusty 
accumulations of the past week, buried 
some communities in snow as deep as 
36 inches. 
Up to four more inches were forecast 
today for Michigan, northern Ohio, 
western 
Pennsylvania, 
extreme 
northern West Virginia and most of 
New York. Vermont, New Hampshire 
and Main were to get between four 
and eight inches. 
Near blizzard conditions exist today 
in Minnesota, where roads are blocked 
in the western and southern portions of 
the state. Temperatures — well below 
zero in most of the state — are not 
expected to top IO below today. 
Thursday’s heaviest snow, four to 
nine inches, was across the southern 
Great I .ak es region. Meadville, tucked 
in the northwestern comer of Penn­ 
sylvania, was still digging from 
beneath 30 inches received since 
Monday when the new storm began, 
piling up new snow at a rate of an inch 
an hour. 
State police said many tractor- 
trailer rigs and private vehicles were 
abandoned on Interstates 79 and 90 in 
Erie County. 
Three to seven inches of new snow 
fell on southwestern Pennsylvania, 


including the Pittsburgh metropolitan 
area. 
Sue more inches of snow piled up in 
Indiana, seven in most of Illinois 
where the cities of Pittsfield and 
Winchester were reported snowbound. 
Northern Illinois University can­ 
celed classes today, the last day of the 
semester. Scores of elementary and 
high schools had closed by midday 
Thursday and were expected to stay 
shut today. 
Volunteers on snowmobiles in north- 
central Illinois hunted for stranded 
motorists on impassable back roads. 
Combinations of rain, snow and 
freezing rain glazed roads in the Ohio 
Valley and northern Appalachians. 
Temperatures around the nation 
today ranged from 77 in Key West, 
Fla., to 36 below zero in Havre, Mont.

COLUMBA, Ohio (AP) - The old 
state penitentiary at Coumbus still 
houses 343 prisoners transferred from 
the London Correctional Institute two 
weeks ago following a work stoppage.

Negotiators Okay 
Tax On Large Cars 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter can claim an important victory 
in congressional negotiators’ approval 
of a tax on fuel-wasting cars. But a 
final agreem ent on the toughest 
energy problems seems as elusive as 
ever. 
If accepted by a second conference 
committee and then by the House and 
Senate, the auto tax would cost buyers 
of inefficient 1979-model cars up to 
$550, a figure that would soar to as 
much as $3,850 on 1985 models. 
The tax was approved Wednesday by 
the conference committee on energy 
taxes. Another part of the compromise 
approved by the committee would 
allow the 19 million motorists who 
itemize income tax deductions to 
continue to take a deduction for state 
and local gasoline taxes. The House 
had voted to end that tax break. 
Even with those agreements, it 
seems unlikely that Congress will be 
able to wrap up work this year on 
Carter’s energy program. 
The two energy conference com­ 
mittees still face the toughest issues of 
all — the price of natural gas, a tax on 
domestic crude oil to force con­ 
servation and the distribution of 
revenues from that tax. 
There appears to be a hardening of 
positions on key issues.

who supports Carter’s House-approved 
plan to keep federal controls on the 
price of natural gas, said, “We have no 
leeway in our positoin, absolutely no 
flexibility.” 
Rep. Anthony Moffett, D-Conn., said 
an increasing num ber of House 
members “would certainly rather 
have no bill than to move too far 
toward deregulation” of natural gas 
prices, which is favored by the Senate. 
And Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., the 
chief Senate delegate at the tax 
committee, was sharply critical of the 
Carter administration for what he 
called its refusal to compromise on 
giving the oil and gas industry ad­ 
ditional 
incentives 
to 
increase 
production. 
The House-Senate panel considering 
natural gas faced another session 
today with little prospect of progress. 
The tax panel, after approving Ute 
auto tax, adjourned until next week to 
give staff members time to work out 
some proposals for taxing factories 
and power plants that burn large 
amounts of oil or natural gas. 
The vote on the auto tax was the first 
major agreement reached by the tax 
conferees in ll days. 
The tax is not expected to save a 
great deal of energy, only about 175,000 
barrels of oil a day compared to 
current U.S. consumption of 18 million 
barrels a day. But backers view the 
tax as a highly visible tool to make 
Americans aware of the need to 
conserve fuel. 
The tax would be paid directly by the 
buyer of any car that does not meet 
minimum standards. It would be in 
addition to a heavy fine on any 
manufacturer whose fleet of new cars 
did not meet mileage standards. While 
the manufacturer would have to pay 
that penalty, it would be passed along 
to customers as higher car prices. 


School Financing 
Ruling Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The State 
Board of Education will consider at its 
Monday meeting whether to appeal a 
common pleas court judge’s ruling 
that the state’s system for financing 
public schools is unconstitutional. 
Judge Paul Riley threw out the equal 
yield formula, effective next July I, in 
a Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Court ruling that it denies children 
equal protection of the law.

Speaking O f Your Health

The confusion about arthritis, 
rheumatism, rheumatoid arthritis and 
osteoarthritis is evident in the letters I 
receive from readers, 
classification of arthritis and related 
disorders made by the American 
Rheumatism Association lists about 
one hundred variations, each of which 
has its own signs, symptoms and 
characteristics. 


Arthritis and rheumatism are often 
wrongly substituted for each other. 
Arthritis is an inflammation, infection 
or change in any joint of the body. 
Rheumatism is a vague term used to 
describe aches and pains and stiffness 
of the muscles, with or without in­ 
volvement of the joints. 
The two major classifications of 
arthritis are rheumatoid arthritis and 
osteoarthritis. Rheumatoid arthritis is 
a chronic inflammation of the joints 
and the tissues around it. It occurs 
more frequently in women than in men 
and can begin to show evidence before 
35. Even today, the exact cause is 
unknown. Although not all physicians 
agree with the concept of a “focus of 
infection” this is still considered a 
possibility. 


Infections of the kidneys, the 
prostate, the gall bladder, the tonsils, 
■the teeth and the sinuses are thought 
by some doctors to be the possible 
reason for the onset of rheumatoid 
arthritis. The symptoms of pain, 
swelling, tenderness of the joints in the 
fingers, the wrists, the knees, the feet, 
the ankles and the elbows characterize 


this form of arthritis. 
Most sufferers are particularly 
distressed with the stiffness that oc­ 
curs when they arise or after long 
periods of inactivity. 
It is not surprising that mental 
depression and fatigue 
frequently 
accompany this and other forms of 
arthritis. Many complicated tests are 
available to establish the exact 
diagnosis. 
Osteoathritis, the cause of which is 
also unknown, is a chronic non­ 
inflammatory disorder that involves 
the bones and the joints. Chiefly, this 
division affects the elderly, the obese 
and those who may have been sub­ 
jected in their occupations to repeated 
injuries. Unlike rheumatoid arthritis, 
the pain of muscle spasms are more 
pronounced after moving about. 
By a detailed history of the onset of 
the signs and symptoms of both con­ 
ditions, and by the highly refined blood 
studies that are now available, the 
physician can distinguish between 
these two closely related, yet in­ 
dividualized forms of arthritis. 
There is today great hope that the 
newly uncovered secrets about all 
forms of arthritis may yet lead to the 
prevention of these debilitating 
disorders. This is, of course, the 
ultimate hope. Today, the use of drugs 
and, in severe cases, the replacement 
of joints in the hip, the wrist and knee, 
are 
returning 
m any 
of 
these 
courageous patients to a new life of 
serviceability and freedom from 
devastating pain.

Anhe user Busch, sometimes called the 
king, and Miller Brewing, a growing, 
aggressive marketer. 
It appears now that the issues may 
be more than a tempest in a bottle. 
Involved 
are 
accusations 
of 
deliberate m isrepresentation and 
exploitation of consumers, and claims 
that the news media and a government 
agency are being “used.” 
On November IO, AnheuserBusch 
filed with the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission a request for an investigation 
of Miller, its parent, Philip Morris, 
Inc., and its advertising agency, 
McCann-Erickson Worldwide. 
Miller, said A-B, has been im­ 
properly insinuating that Lowenbrau, 
a quality beer that it distributes, is the 
original imported product that con­ 
noisseurs have savored for nearly five 
centuries, when in fact Miller now 
brews it domestically. 
M cCann-Erickson 
declined 
to 
comment, but the response from 
Miller was immediate and spirited. 
“We find it incredulous that the 
world’s largest brewer would ask the 
FTC to protect them,” it said, adding 
pointedly: 
“It seems apparent that the crown 
on the King of Beers must be slipping.” 


But a study of the 32-page statement 
filed by A-B indicates that its ac­ 
cusations were motivated by more 
than, as Miller suggested, Lowen- 
brau’s success in the “superpremium” 
market, where it competes with A-B 
Michelob. 
Perhaps most im portantly, AB 
claimed that domestic Lowenbrau 
isn’t even the same beer that it said the 
consumer market was led to believe 
was a successor to that which was first 
tapped from a keg in 1383. 
It isn’t, said A-B, even the same beer 
that was until recently imported from 
Germany, but which Miller now makes 
in the United States under a licensing 
agreement 4 
Contacted 
at 
the 
Lowenbrau 
Brewery in Germany, a spokesman 
seemed to concur. The domestic 
product he said, is “sort of a light beer 
that has been tested and found good for 
American tastes.” 
A-B listed these specifics in its 


complaint: 
1. German-brewed Lowenbrau is 
made with IOO per cent barley malt 
and no adjuncts. Domestic Lowenbrau 
is 72 per cent by weight barley malt 
and 28 per cent com grits. 
2. German-brewed Lowenbrau con­ 
tains no non-natural additives. 
Domestic 
Lowenbrau 
contains 
potassium meta bisulfate, an anti­ 
oxidant, and enzymatic chill-proofing 
compound, as well as kelcoloid to 
improve foam. 
3. The German product is naturally 
carbonated, 
or krausened. 
The 
domestic brew is carbonated non­ 
n a tu ra l^ by injection of carbon 
dioxide. 
4. The German brew is fermented 
twice over a period in excess of six 
weeks. The domestic product is fer­ 
mented once for a period of nine days. 
When Miller Brewing was told that 
these parts of the A-B document might 
be published, it responded with a long 
statement saying that A-B was using 
the FTC and the media “to wage 
nothing more than a campaign of 
product disaparagement in a com­ 
petitive battle with us. 
Said the spokesm an: “ To our 
knowledge this is the first time in the 
history of the FTC of a complainant. 
“The fact is that this complaint, 
which you have a copy of, is not a 
public record, further confirms their 
use of the press in this competitive 
battle.” 
The spokesman added, “We are 
confident th a t 
our 
advertising, 
labeling and packaging is accurate, 
truthful and in compliance with the 
law,” A detailed refutation would be 
filed with the FTC. he said. 


Asked about the public versus 
private nature of the docum ent, 
Stephen Newberg-Rinn, an FTC, at­ 
torney, stated flatly: “It is in fact 
public.” The decision to make it public 
can be made by the complainant, he 
said.

Alter Miller Brewing files its answer

During the campaign, Carter 
himself earned a reputation for precise 
use of words. He is not infallible, of 
course. 
For example, Carter likes to talk 
about the “enormity” of the energy 
problem. The preferred definitions of 
the word in Webster’s New World 
Dictionary are “great wickedness” 
and “a monstrous or outrageous act; 
very wicked crime.” 
Carter presumably uses the word as 
a reference to “enormous size or ex­ 
tent; vastness.” But the dictionary 
says this is “generally considered a 
loose usage.”

newcomer, but not for long. 
Should Brzezinski decide to “go 
public” on a grander scale, he can call 
on staff advisers experienced in the 
realm of journalism and public 
relations.

Snow Shoveling Can 
'Break Your Heart' 


Fire Prevention Stressed 
With Holiday Decorations 


(Q.) For the CB’er, what is the most 
effective way to increase radio 
communication range? 
(A.) All CB radios have an output 
power level in the neighborhood of 4 
watts. According to Uncle Charlie 
(FCC) it is illegal to run higher power 
than this. There are, however, no 
restrictions on the type of antenna you 
can use. (There are height restric­ 
tions.) A good "gain type” beam an­ 
tenna can effectively increase your 
radiated power and radio range 
considerably. You are allowed to place 
a beam antenna 20 feet higher than the 
structure on which it is mounted 
(provided it isn’t a mast or tower in­ 
stalled especially for the beam.) A 
beam antenna placed 20 feet over a tall 
building or a tree using low loss coax 
transmission line can easily give you 
an ERP (effective radiated power) of 
30 watts or more. 
There are even lower loss trans­ 
mission lines than standard coax 
type. 
Using open-wire 
"ladder 
line” 
or 
air-dielectric 
trans­ 
mission lines (on a hundred foot 
length) can increase your ERP 
another 20 percent to 50 percent. 
Remember it isn’t what your trans­ 
ceiver puts out in power that counts! 
Ifs what your antenna system 
radiates that is all important! It is an 
absolute fact that you can have a 
higher ERP with a good radiating 
system (and legal power) than you can 
with some (illegal) amplifiers and a 
poor one. It has been mathematically 
proven. 
(Q.) Just what do all those fancy 
controls do on my CB radio? 
(A.) Everybody knows about the on- 
off-volume switch, the mike button and 
the channel switch. The other swit­ 
ches, however, seem to confuse a lot of 
people. The fact is that in many cases 
they are not really necessary, but like 
the fancy car with all the “extras,” 
sometimes it’s nice to have them. The 
most common accessory controls 
found on most better quality CB’s are: 
Automatic 
Noise 
Limiter 
— 
Sometimes marked ANL or NL, this 
control limits unwanted pulses of 
static and noise caused by lightning, 
motor arcing, spark plugs and the like. 
Noise Silencer or Blanker — Usually 
marked NB on the control, it is usually 
more effective than a noise limiter in 
that it can eliminate extra unwanted 
noise (to some extent) rather than just 
eliminating the sharp spikes or pulses. 
Delta Tune or Fine Tuning — Allows 
you to change your frequency just a 


little bit in either direction of center 
channel. Helps to make the voice 
communications 
more 
un­ 
derstandable. Usually a Delta tuning 
control will allow you to adjust your 
channel frequency I KHz either way. 
On a sideband radio, this control is 
called a "Clarifier.” 
RF Gain — This is a sensitivity 
control that allows you to adjust the 
strength of incoming signals. If the 
signal is too loud and slightly "gar­ 
bled,” by backing off on this control, 
the signal will become clear. It is also 
handy for eliminating weak (but in­ 
terfering signals) when a stronger 
signal is being copied. For weaker 
signals, however, you will want to 
increase the RF Gain. 
Distance - Local Switch — is found 
on CB radios usually when they don’t 
have an RF Gain control. This control 
is basically an attenuator in that it 
reduces transmitter power so that you 
will not overload nearby CB radios and 
be 
unreadable. 
Two-way 
com­ 
munication is very difficult when the 
person you are talking to is in the same 
neighborhood and he does not have a 
way to reduce his CB transceiver’s RF 
gain. 
Microphone Gain — Not found on 
every CB radio, this control adjusts the 
amount of audio power being fed from 
the mike to the audio stage of your 
transceiver. 
It 
increases 
(or 
decreases) talk power. CB radio 
operators should be very careful not to 
overmodulate their sets and cause 
"bleedover” onto other channels. 
"S” Meter — This is a front panel 
meter that serves a two fold purpose. 
It allows you to know that you are 
“talking” over the air on transmit and 
gives a relative incoming signal 
strength reading on received signals. 
There are other controls, such as CB- 
PA (allows CB radio to be used for 
paging with an external speaker); 
selective calling (a brand new feature 
that is being built into CB’s that will 
allow specific CB radios to be called), 
AM-SSB (switches that allow transfer 
from AM to sideband mode), and on 
and on . . . There seems to be no end. 
New controls are coming out daily it 
appears. 
(Q.) How come you have to be 18 
years old to get a CB license, yet a 
"ham” radio operator can be as young 
as four years old? Doesn’t this place 
requirements in the wrong area? 
(A.) Not really. In order to get an 
amateur radio license you must pass a 
written test on Morse Code, electronic 


A snow shovel may seem very in­ 
nocent leaning against a garage wall 
or hanging on a hook in the basement, 
but in the wrong hands, usually those 
of an out of shape person, it can be a 
lethal weapon. 
Kathy Tomlinson, president of the 
Pickaway County Heart Branch, says 
“Every winter following a heavy 
snowfall, our communities are hit with 
a flurry of heart attack deaths, most 
due to overexertion from snow 
shoveling.” 
Snow shoveling is a strenous exer­ 
cise. It may look light as it floats softly 
to the ground, but snow quickly packs 
down and becomes quite heavy on the 
end of a shovel. 
"Anyone unaccustomed to regular 
physical activity, especially those 
persons over 45, can easily over do it,” 
Tomlinson said. "These persons 
should shovel slowly and rest often.” 
The heart association advises that 
anyone shoveling snow, despite age, 
should take occasional breaks. Even 
the healthy man can push himself to 
the point of exhaustion or even heart 
attack. 
Tomlinson said, “Following these 
heart association tips can help keep 
that snow shovel in your hands all 
season.” 
If overweight and, or out of shape, 
see a doctor before shoveling, even if 
no symptoms of ill health are present. 
If you have a history of heart 
disease, it is imperative to see a doctor 
before heaving that first shovelful. 
Shovel before eating or at least two 
hours afterward. Always avoid undue 
exertion immediately after meals. 
Don’t make your arms do all the 
work. Use all your muscles. Those 
shovelfuls will be lighter if you lift with 
your back, leg and arm muscles. 
“Remember, snow is much heavier 
when wet,” Tomlinson added. 
Wear warm, but light clothing. 
Underdressing may lead to chilling, 
while too much clothing could lead to 
overheating. 
Tomlinson also advised against 
smoking or drinking while shoveling 
snow. 
“Alcohol may give you a false lift

and lead to overexertion,” Tomlinson 
said. “Smoking, added to the cold 
temperatures, greatly constricts blood 
vessels. That combination, along with 
the exertion from shoveling can be 
deadly.” 
According to the heart association, 
the best way to tackle the chore of 
snow shoveling is to go about it in 
moderation, or better yet, hire a neigh­ 
borhood youngster.

Canton Teachers 
V ote To Strike 


CANTON, Ohio (AP) — Canton city 
school teachers voted 3-1 Thursday to 
strike Jan. 3 if agreement isn’t 
reached before then on a salary in­ 
crease. 
The strike action was approved at a 
mass meeting attended by some 700 
teachers after negotiators reported 
that the school board said it could not 
provide a pay raise during the life of 
the current contract, which expires 
June 30. 
No increase was provided in the 
contract, which contains a wage 
reopener clause. Negotiations under 
that provision began Nov. 21. 
Present salaries for the district’s 
1,100 teachers range from $8,800 to 
$16,544. 
Al Rubenstein, president of the 
Canton 
Professional 
Educators 
Association, said no dollar amount has 
been demanded by the teachers, 
rather “something reasonably ac­ 
ceptable by both sides.” 
The system serves 16,352 pupils. 


COLUMBUS — The holiday season 
present? special fire hazards — 
hazards that could cause serious in­ 
jury or death. State Fire Marshal 
Terry E. Drake urges Ohioans to take 
special precautions when decorating 
their homes. 
The Fire Marshal’s Fire Prevention 
Bureau reports that Christmas trees, 
electrical equipment and open flames 
of candles and fireplaces present the 
greatest fire hazards. To reduce the 
number of holiday fires in Ohio, Don 
Ryan, Chief of the Fire Prevention 
Bureau, developed the following 
guidelines. 
When buying electrical lighting and 
other decorations, check that all 
electrical equipment has been tested 
by a nationally known and recognized 
testing laboratory. If lights are to be 
used outside, they should be approved 
and manufactured specifically for 
exterior use in order to withstand the 
elements. Also check last year’s 
electrical equipment to be certain none 
of the wiring is frayed or exposed. 
Use the proper size bulbs in your 
decorative lighting. Test the lights and 
replace any burned out bulbs before 
putting them in some hard-to-reach 
spot on your tree. Always turn lights 
off before you leave the house or go to 
bed. 
When decorating, be careful not to 
overload electrical circuits. A circuit 
is overloaded when a fuse bums out or 
the circuit-breaker turns off. If a fuse 
burns out, do not replace it with a 
larger one; this will not increase the 
capacity of the circuit and will only 
add to the hazard. 
Use extension cords only when 
absolutely necessary. Do not run cords 
under carpets, rugs, or any other 
combustible material. 
Always use a fireplace screen and 
never leave burning candles or 
fireplaces unattended. Don’t use your 
fireplace to bum large amounts of 


discarded wrapping paper; your fire 
could overheat and cause damage. Be 
careful not to place combustible 
decorations or greenery near candles 
or fireplaces. 
If you have a live tree, make sure 
your stand is always full of water — a 
dry tree is an extreme fire hazard. Be 
certain your tree stand is sturdy and 
large enought for your tree. Avoid 
combustible tree decorations and do 
not place your tree near any heat 
source (such as vents, fireplace, 
television sets). Do not block doorways 
or exits with your decorated tree. 
Marshal Drake reminds Ohioans 
that taking the extra time to follow 
these guidelines and check for fire 
hazards could make the difference 
between a joyous or tragic holiday.

Moss Transit Systems Could 
Wind Up Transporting Students 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Mass 
transit systems in Ohio’s big cities 
could wind up transporting school 
pupils if major new busing programs 
are mandated by federal courts 
looking into segregation in the state. 
Sen. William F. Bowen, DCincinnati, 
proposes this as an alternative to the 
state having to shell out millions of 
dollars for more buses and even 
greater outlays to hire drivers. 
He 
had 
already 
introduced 
legislation to permit it when the 
education department asked for $2.1 
million in state funds to buy 213 buses 
for the Columbus school system, after 
a federal judge ruled the city and state 
in violation of federal desegregation 
laws. The controlling board pigeon­ 
holed it, for now. 
Herbert D. Brum, the department’s 
school finance chief, said exploratory 
talks had been held with the Central 
Ohio Transit Authority(COTA), but 
was told that the transit system 
couldn’t handle students because their 
school hours coincided with peak hour 
demands by other passengers. 
Bowen and others said COTA’s 
reason was invalid, because federal 
funds to purchase more vehicles for 
mass transit systems are available, 
and are apparently not available for 
the state and its school systems to 
purchase additional “little yellow 
buses” for the schools. 
Although desegregation suits remain 
to be litigated — even the Columbus 
cases remains open — Brum estimated 
that in addition to Columbus, 
Cleveland may need $3 million to buy 
buses and Dayton $1.1 million. Similar 
demands could also come from areas 
such as Youngstown and Cincinnati, at 
some point. 
In refusing to consider the Columbus

request, the board said it wanted 
additional information about the 
possibility of mass transit handling of 
school transportation, as well as the 
ability of local school boards to tighten 
belts and share some of the respon­ 
sibility. Most districts provide busing 
for high school students but aren’t 
required to under law, it was noted. 


Joseph J. Sommej, executive 
secretary of the Ohio House, soon may 
be a full-fledged, voting member. 
He is rumored an odds on choice of 
the Stark County Democratic Com­ 
mittee to replace Rep. Irene B. Smart, 
elected to the municipal court bench 
Nov. 8 in her home county.

We shouldn’t 
encourage him to take up golf."

Bone M arrow 
Transplant 
Performed 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - Doctors at 
University of Minnesota Hospitals 
performed a bone marrow transplant 
Thursday which doctors hope will save 
the life of a Cambridge, Ohio, boy. 


Kevin Boyd, ll, received a pint and a 
half of bone marrow from his 8-year- 
old sister Tricia during a three-hour 
procedure, a hospital spokesman, Bob 
Lee, said. 


Lee said both children were doing 
well. He said it would be about a month 
before doctors know whether the 
transplant was successful. In the 
meantime, Kevin will remain in 
protective isolation. 
Kevin has aplastic anemia, which 
has destroyed the bloodmaking func­ 
tion of his bone marrow and rendered 
his immune system ineffective. It is 
hoped the transplant of healthy 
marrow will restore the marrow 
function and give Kevin an immune 
system that works. 
Kevin, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Jade 
R. Boyd, was flown to Minnesota Nov. 
20 after the family received private 
donations totaling more than $8,000 to 
help them pay existing hospital bills, 
transportation and housing costs in 
Minneapolis. 
The Ohio Bureau of Crippled 
Children’s Services will pay for the 
operation and the lengthy hospital stay 
it requires. 
Kevin was at Children’s Hospital in 
Columbus when it was discovered in 
mid-November that he had the illness. 
Medical officials there agreed he could 
get the best treatment in Minneapolis. 
After it was made public that 
Kevin’s parents could not afford to 
take him to Minnesota, offers of help 
poured in. A Florida man even offered 
to fly Kevin to Minneapolis in his 
private plane. 
However, a commercial flight was 
used because the entire family had to 
be transported so doctors in Min­ 
neapolis could conduct tests to find the 
best candidate for the transplant.

The organization operates with a 
secrecy about its own financial affairs 
that oddly contrasts with its leader’s 
exuberant celebration of the joys of 
spending money. 
The studied obscurity of Ike’s 
organization, the United Christian 
Evangelistic Association, is reflected 
by its headquarters. 
There is no name on the door of the 
three-story building at 910 Com­ 
monwealth Ave. In the bare lobby, the 
only hint of what lies on the floors 


above is emergency switches labeled 
‘‘computer rooms,” “tape storage” 
and “key punch." But it is impossible 
for outsiders to see these rooms. The 
stairway and the elevator are locked. 
“Ike’s basic attitude is that the work 
that is done here is private,” said 
Kenneth Kolman, the association’s 
director of operations. “He has chosen 
to keep it very closed.” 
E^stimates of the association’s an­ 
nual income range from $6.5 million to 
$15 million, but the real figure is 
secret. 
The headquarters provides the 
behind-the-scenes organization for the 
flamboyant personal style of the Rev. 
Ike. 
Requests to interview Rev. Ike were 
consistantly refused and Kolman was

questioned during a telephone in­ 
terview. 
Ike is a handsome, impeccably 
groomed 42-year-old black man who 
preaches the advantages of a positive 
self-image.

says, does wonders for self-esteem. 
“It is the lack of money, not the love 
of money, which is the root of all evil,” 
Ike says. 
He tells his followers: “We are not 
interested in pie in the sky bye and 
bye. We want our pie now, with ice 
cream on it and a cherry on top.” 
Ike practices what he preaches. 
He wears $1,000 suits. His fingers 
glisten with diamonds and gold. He 
rides to his New York church in an 
$85,000 automobile. 
At last count, Ike had 16 Rolls- 
Royces at his disposal. He has a choice 
of spending the night at a house in 
Redondo, Calif., an apartment in New 
York City or the church’s parsonage in 
suburban Westchester County. 
On Sundays, he preaches at his 5,000- 
seat United Church in the Washington 
Heights section of Manhattan. It is an 
ornate former movie theater filled 
with antique French furniture and 
valued at $2 million. 
Ike draws a yearly salary of $40,000, 
but Kolman says most of the jewelry, 
cars and other symbols of wealth are 
paid for and owned by the church — 
the United Church, Science of Living 
Institute. 
The tax-exempt church, in turn, is 
supported largely through donations. 
When the collection plate is passed on 
Sunday, Ike likes to say, “Please do 
not give change. Change makes me 
nervous in the service.” 
He urges followers to write to him, 
and much of the church’s cash is 
contained in the piles of mail that 
arrives each day at a post office box in 
the Boston suburb of Brookline. 
Kolman says the mail is put in sealed 
containers at the post office. Then it is 
taken to a bank, where bank em­ 
ployees open it and take out the money. 
They write the amount they find on the 
envelopes, then send all the mail to the 
headquarters. 
“The money goes directly into the 


hands of the bank so that nobody in our 
operation gets their hands on it,” 
Kolman said. 


Although no money is handled at the 
headquarters, 
Kolman said the 
building is unmarked to avoid the 
threat of holdups. 
The organization’s books are audited 
by Peat, Marwick, Mitchell and Co., a 
nationally known accounting firm. 
They are also checked by Ike’s wife, 
Eula. 
“She comes in and helps keep me 
honest,” Kolman said, “are examines 
every single expenditure. There is a 
great system of checks and balances 
within the organization.'” 
Financial decisions are overseen by 
a seven-member board of directors. 
Bu Kolman said the directors’ iden­ 
tities are another church secret. 
Kolman, who was an accountant 
before he joined the church IO years 
ago, said the board decided whether to 
accept investment suggestions made 
by him, Ike and the church’s lawyers. 
Most of the money, he said, is put 
into government securities and bank 
accounts. 
However, he added, “There’s not all 
that much invested, because the 
money is turned around very quickly 
into radio broadcasts, television and 
magazines. The purpose of the 
ministry is to get the philosophy across 
to the great mass of the people, and 
this is an extremely expensive thing to 
do.” 
Ike’s sermons are heard on 85 radio 
stations each week with 15-or 30- 
minute programs, ranging from daily 
to weekly broadcasts. He discontinued 
producing television programs four 
years ago. 
The church, founded in 1962, does not 
officially have members. But it 
receives mail from 1.3 million people 
each month. Most of them live in New 
York and the South. 


Kolman says the following is mostly 
black, though in California they are 90 
per cent white. 
“Figures and information are filed 
with Internal Revenue, and Internal 
Revenue and the post office examine 
us very, very carefully,” Kolman said. 
“If they didn’t think that things were 
proper, we wouldn’t still be here. 
“What it really amounts to is that we 
do everything that’s required of us. 
Beyond that, the Rev. Ike feels that it’s 
nobody’s business.”

Everyone Knows Problem 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Everyone 
seems to have a theory on why 
Congress is deadlocked on so many 
issues tiffs session. But no one seems to 
know what to do about it. 
The various theories include 
changes in Congress, particularly the 
House, which has lessened the power 
of the leadership, and the fact that 
some tough issues that have come to a 
head this session. 
Rep. Barber B. Conable Jr. of New 
York, a senior House Republican, 
conteks that “the issues that we’ve 
got to deal with really are sticky ones. 
As the old saying goes, if they were 
easy, we’d have dealt with them long 
ago.” 
However one tries to explain it, there 
is widespread agreement that the first 
half of the 95th Congress may be 
known more for what it hasn’t been 
able 
to 
do 
than . for 
its 
ac­ 
complishments. 
Rep. Toby Moffett, D-Conn., is a 
second-term congressman, a status 
that once was a guarantee of 
anonymity. But he never accepted the 
axiom that junior House members are 
rarely seen and never heard. He 
helped organize 80 moderates and 
liberals among the younger members 
into a bloc that wields considerable 
influence. 


“A deal would have been cut on 
energy long ago if it had been left to the 
old guard,” said Moffett in a brief 
interview during a break in the 
deliberations of the Senate-House 
conference committee which has made 
little progress in trying to reach a 
compromise on the non-tax portions of 


the energy legislation. 
Despite the deadlock, Moffett 
contends Congress deserves credit for 
facing the energy problem. 
“Two years ago, there was total 
paralysis in this town on energy,” he 
Conable talked about House reforms 
and noted that “one committee 
chairman used to be able to speak for 
his committee with some confidence 
back during the days of unquestioned 
seniority 
and 
autocratic 
rule. 
Nowadays, he has to nurture the 
opinions not only of his subcommittee 
chairmen, but even of the rebellious 
and ambitious young men who make 
up his rank and file.” 
Energy and Social Security are two 
highly visible issues on which 
Congress has remained deadlocked, 
and legislators managed only this 
week to resolve a four-month-old battle 
over abortion. No simple theory ap­ 
plies to any of them. 
Abortion is a highly volatile, 
emotional issue which has plagued 
Congress since the Supreme Court 
ruled that state laws flatly prohibiting 
abortions were unconstitutional 
violations of an individual’s right of 
privacy. 
That ruling and a subsequent 
decision that toe government had no 
constitutional obligation to pay for 
abortions left the volatile question of 
the use of federal funds squarely in the 
hands of Congress. 
Another question on which feelings 
run very strong is whether the federal 
government should regulate the price 
of natural gas. Deregulation is not a 
new issue. 
The pro-and anti-deregulation forces 


have been fighting since 1954, when toe 
Supreme Court ruled that the govern­ 
ment could set prices for natural gas. 
The year the court issued its ruling, 
Congress voted to strip the govern­ 
ment of authority to set gas prices. But 
Dwight D. Eisenhower vetoed the bill, 
bill. 
That was the last time the 
deregulation forces prevailed on 
Capitol Hill. Last year, the Senate 
voted to drop government price con­ 
trols while toe House voted to keep 
them. The election-year session was 
coming to a close and no attempt was 
made to reach a compromise. 
Legislation to deal with financial 
problems in the Social Security System 
has run into toe political reality that no 
one wants to push for a substantial tax 
increase as an election year ap­ 
proaches. 
Most cases come down to issues that 
were never easy to resolve, to 
traditional political pressures and to a 
changing membership that prizes 
independence above party loyalty.

ROCKVILLE, Md. - The Food and 
Drug Administration today announced 
it has licensed a vaccine against 
pneumococcal pneumonia, a common 
form of pneumonia. 
There are no other vaccines on the 
market to prevent this form of bac­ 
terial pneumonia, which is a serious 
and sometimes fatal lung infection. 
A similar but less broadly effective 
pneumonia vaccine was developed in 
the 1940’s under the sponsorship of the 
Armed Forces, but its use was 
abandoned and further research ended 
since it was generally assumed at that 
time that antibiotics would solve the 
pneumonia problem. 
Despite the wide use of antibiotics, 
however, pneumonia today is the fifth 
leading cause of death in the United 
States, killing an estimated 25,000 
Americans annually. The type of 
pneumonia against which the vaccine 
protects accounts for a major portion 
of these deaths. The vaccine is ef­ 
fective in at least 80 percent of the 
people who receive it. 
The company which has been 
licensed by FDA to sell the vaccine, 
Merck, Sharp & Dohme, West Point, 
Pennsylvaina, expects to begin 
commercial distribution early in 1978. 
The brand name of the vaccine is 
“ P n e u m o v a x ” 
( p o l y v a l e n t 
pneumococcal vaccine). 
The vaccine is expected to be par­ 
ticularly useful for the elderly and for 
people over the age of 2 with serious 
chronic diseases, since these groups 
face an increased risk of dying from

pneumonia. 
Pneumonia is not generally fatal in 
healthy young adults and children in 
the U.S., and these groups are not 
considered prime targets for the 
vaccine. 
The incidence of pneumonia in­ 
creases under crowded conditions, so 
the vaccine also is expected to be used 
in nursing homes and other in­ 
stitutions. 
Preliminary studies suggest that the 
vaccine also is useful in sickle cell 
anemia patients, since they are at 
especially high risk from severe 
pneumonia infections. Studies also are 
underway to determine the ef­ 
fectiveness 
of 
the 
vaccine 
in 
preventing middle ear infection in 


infants. 
Reactions to the vaccine, such as 
soreness and redness at the injection 
site, are common, but usually last no 
longer than 48 hours. 
Since the vaccine is entirely derived 
from inactivated or killed bacteria the 
vaccine 
itself 
cannot 
cause 
pneumonia. 
The vaccine was developed at toe 
Merck, Sharp & Dohme Research 
Laboratories under the direction of Dr. 
Maurice 
Hilleman, 
working 
in 
cooperation with Dr. Robert Austrian 
of the University of Pennsylvania and 
investigators supported by the 
National Institutes of Health. 
Field trials of the vaccine, involving 
some 30,000 volunteers, began in 1973.

NEW YORK (AP) - The church 
that sparked the dream of a unified 
book of worship and hymns for all 
Lutherans of North America has 
virtually quit the project. But it 
nevertheless nears realization for the 
others. 
They’ve agreed on the contents and 
set the publication schedule for a new 
Lutheran Book of Worship, IO years in 
the making, for common use of most 
Lutherans of the United States and 
Canada. 
A blending of “the familiar and 
fresh, the old and the modem, the 
traditional and the contemporary',” 
says the Rev. Omar Bonderud of 
Minneapolis, an American Lutheran 
Church official, of the new book. 
It’ll be the first revised service and 
hymnbook for nearly six million 
Lutherans in two decades, and their 
closest yet to a combined approach to 
worship. 


Ironically, 
however, 
as 
the 
development process went into its final 
lap, the denomination that had first 
proposed it, the Lutheran Church- 
Missouri Synod, having shifted to a 
stricter, more individualist course, 
backed away from the project. 
The demurrer led to a wholesale 
resignation last month of six of that 
denomination’s seven representatives 
on the InterLutheran Commission on 
Worship, a joint group which had 
worked through the years in producing 
the book. 
Asserting frustration and the im­ 
pugning of their credibility, the six 
charged that the “real reason” for 
their denominational administration’s 
overruling them was an aversion to 
closer links with other Lutherans. 
But the six said that even so, the new 
book will be a “blessing to the church” 
and this is the “best available book for 
use in worship among Lutherans ever

In spuming it, a newly set up 
Missouri Synod review committee 
charged doctrinal impurity in some 
hymns, such as in the final verse of “It 
Came Upon a Midnight Clear” and in 
the second verse of “Amazing Grace.” 
The committee also objected to a 
hymn, “At the Cross Her Station 
Keeping,” saying it contained the idea 
that Jesus’ mother, Mary, shared in 
his suffering on the cross. Among other 
things called unacceptable were some 
^phrasings in the ancient creeds. 
However, the traditional forms of 
creeds and prayers also are included 
in the new book. 
The head of the Missouri Synod 
review group, the Rev. Dr. Robert C. 
Sauer, conceded there had been 
concern about the implications of 
fellowship with other Lutherans, but 
he maintained this was not the central 
issue. 
The collective resignation of the 
Midwestern-based denomination’s 
worship commissioners was only the 
latest 
such 
upheaval 
in 
that 
denomination as it pushed its drive for 
tighter adherence to its positions apart 
from other Lutherans. 
Close to 200 congregations with 
about 100,000 members have pulled out 
of the denomination in its pressure for 
Biblical literalism that previously had 
led to a walkout of professors and 
formation of a separate seminary in 
St. Louis. 
The denomination’s convention last 
July declared a state of “protesting 
fellowship” toward a sister body, the 
American Lutheran Church, because 
of its ordination of women and 
ecumenical 
links 
with 
other 
Christians. 
Despite 
Missouri’s 
aloofness, 
however, most of the rest of American 
Lutheranism has strongly ratified the 
new worship book, and set a publishing 
schedule making it available as of the 
first Sunday in Advent next year, Dec. 
3, 1978. 
Containing 544 hymns, old and new, 
the book also will include orders for 
various worship services and festivals. 
For two U.S. denominations, the 
American Lutheran Church and the 
Lutheran Church in America, along 
with the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
of Canada, the book will vitalize a new 
bond at a basic point — in worship and 
song.

HONOLULU (AP) - An 11-player 
deal involving four teams and in­ 
cluding such stars as outfielder Al 
Oliver, pitchers Bert Blyleven and Jon 
Matlack, and first baseman Willie 
Montanez, shocked baseball’s winter 
meetings in a turbulent session of 
trading and executive decisions. 
The mammouth trade among the 
Texas Rangers, Pittsburgh Pirates, 
New York Mets and Atlanta Braves 
overshadowed such things as the 
reinstatement of suspended Braves’ 
owner Ted Turner, a new four-year 
contract for National League president 
Charles Feeney, an American League 
turndown of a group seeking to buy the 
Boston Red Sox, and a $5 million 
reorganization of fhe Cleveland 
Indians. 
Texas owner Brad Corbett started 
the four-way swap that changed the 
look of the National League East, 
made the Rangers a favorite in the 
American league West and began the 
reconstruction (rf Turner’s hapless 
Atlanta team. 
Corbett began Thursday talking a 
minor deal with the New York Mets 
when he discovered the Mets coveted 
Montanez, slugging first baseman of 
the Braves. 
So, the 
Rangers' 
owner talked 
Atlanta into dealing him Montanez for 
reliever Adrian 
Devine, outfielder 


Tommy Boggs and minor league in­ 
fielder Eddie Smith. Turner was 
delighted 
to 
unload 
Montanez’ 
reported $300,000 yearly salary for 
three young inexpensive players. 
Now, with Montanez in hand, he 
talked the Mets into delivering left­ 
handed pitcher Jon Matlack and first 
baseman-outfielder John Milner to 
Texas for outfielder Tom Grieve and a 
player to be named later. 
Corbett, however, wasn’t through. 
He had been trying all week to grab 
outfielder Al Oliver from Pittsburgh, 
one of the game’s premier hitters. So, 
he convinced the Pirates to take 
Milner, and with Matlack in the fold, 
delivered right-hander Bert Blyleven 
to Pittsburgh for Oliver and rookie 
shortstop Nelson Norman. 
It was a coup. Corbett had a fine 
pitcher in Matlack, much better than 
his 7-15 record with the Mets, and a 
consistent hitter and excellent fielder 
in Oliver. Pittsburgh got a good hitter 
in Milner, and the pitcher they so badly 
needed in Blyleven. The Mets picked 
up needed power in Montanez, and as 
Turner said, “we got some young 
players more interested in baseball 
than money.” 
It was believed to be the biggest 
winter meeting deal since 1954, when 
the Baltimore Orioles and New York 
Yankees engineered a 17-player trade. 


NEW YORK (AP) — When Tony 
Dorsett won the 1976 Heisman Trophy 
as the outstanding college football 
player in the land, Earl Campbell was 
in the training room at the University 
of Texas trying to ease the pain of an 
injury-filled junior season. 
“I saw it on TV,” Campbell said, 
“and I said to myself ... ‘Someday.’” 
Someday arrived Thursday night as 
Campbell, a 220-pound blockbuster 
from the rose fields of Tyler, Tex., won 
the 43rd annual Heisman Trophy. The 
announcement was made on national 
television to cap an hour-long-plus CBS 
“spectacular” that wasn’t nearly as 
spectacular as Campbell’s slashing 
runs. 
Trailing Campbell in the voting were 
Notre Dame tight end Ken MacAfee 
and Oklahoma State running back 
Terry Miller... or, if you prefer, Miller 
and MacAfee. 
No one really knows except the 
accounting firm of Harris, Kerr, 
Forster & Co. The Downtown Athletic 
Club of New York, which awards the 
Heisman, usually lists the top 14 
finishers, along with votes for first, 
second and third places and total 
points based on a 3-2-1 count, as well as 
a breakdown by regions. 
This time, no one from the DAC 
seemed to know what was going on and 
every question about the voting drew a 
reply of, “I can’t tell you what I don’t 
know. There’s nothing we can do about 
it.” 
The DAC insisted that no one from 
the accounting firm was around. CBS 
was incredulous. 
“They (Harris, Kerr, etc.) are the 
chink in the armor,” said a spokesman 
for the network. "As far as we’re 
concerned, they’re holding this thing 
up.” 
But this was Earl Campbell’s night 
and nothing could detract from it, not 


entertainers like Connie Stevens, 
Leslie Uggams, Elliott Gould, Robert 
Klein and assorted pompon girls and 
dancers. Nothing could spoil it, not 
even gimpy-kneed O.J. 
Simpson’s 
debut as 
a 
song-and-dance 
man, 
although his song-and-dance duet with 
Gould came out more like grunt-and- 
shuffle. 
“I guess I’m too happy to cry and too 
happy to smile,” said the poker-faced 
Campbell, who led the nation in 
rushing with 1,744 yards — he had just 
653 a year ago when he was plagued by 
leg injuries and missed four games — 
and became the No. I ground-gainer in 
Southwest Conference history with 
4,444 career yards. 
”1 deserve what happened to me 
tonight because I worked so hard,” he 
continued. “Last year, I knew there 
was gonna be a tomorrow and I started 
working out in the middle of May. The 
Heisman Trophy means 22 years of 
hard work. If you only knew how hard I 
worked you’d say, ‘Earl deserves it.’” 
Campbell’s situation figures to make 
him (I) an early selection in the 
National Football League draft next 
spring and (2) rich. First, though, he 
has one college game remaining when 
the No. 1-rated Texas Longhorns meet 
fifth-ranked Notre Dame in the Cotton 
Bowl on Jan. 2. 
Then it’s on to the pros, where 
Campbell hopes to “do what I’ve 
wanted to do since I was in the fourth 
grade. I think I’ve got a great future 
ahead of me if I take advantage of it.”

Baseball Played By Pilgrims 


NEW YORK (AP) - Ted Turner 
may not have been aware of it when he 
was skippering the 12-meter sloop 
Courageous to victory in the 23rd 
defense of the America’s Cup this 
summer, but baseball and yachting 
are blood cousins. 
They have been for at least 126 
years. 
For this piece of priceless in­ 
formation, we are indebted to Harry 
Simmons of the 
baseball 
com­ 
missioner’s office. Harry is the game’s 
VPICODUPIEEFODCA. 
Translated, 
that is Vice President In Charge of 
Digging Up Information Everybody 
Else Forgot or Didn’t Care About. 
It was Simmons who, a few years 
ago while rummaging through the dust 
and 
cobwebs 
of diamond 
lore, 
discovered that baseball, or a rough 
form of it — instead of being an in­ 
vention of Gen. Abner Doubleday in 
the mid-1800s — actually was a vice of 
the Pilgrims back in 1622. 
The revelation surfaced in an official 
proclamation by the then Gov. William 
Bradford of Massachusetts. At the 
time, Christmas was not a legal 
holiday for most Pilgrims, who 
regarded it as heathen. The straight- 
laced, highly religious Puritans, 
however, refused to work on Christ­ 
mas Day. 
Gov. 
Bradford 
bowed 
to 
the 
Puritans’ 
convictions. 
Yet 
on 
Christmas Day, 1622, while leading 
workers into the fields, he caught sight 
of the Puritans “at play in the streets, 
throwing and stroking in a game called 
‘stoole 
ball.’” 
He 
was 
livid. 
He 
proceeded to dress down the offenders 
with an official reprimand. 
“Stoole ball” became an ancestor of 
baseball as we know it. 
Recorded baseball history also got a 
shaking up when Simmons, in his 
research, uncovered journals telling of 
black “freedmen” playing a game 
similar to baseball in the Weeksville 
(Now 
Bedford-Stuyvesant) 
and 
Williamsburg sections of Brooklyn in 
1860, before the Civil War. 
Jackie Robinson was 87 years late. 
As for the dapper, swashbuckling 
Turner, owner of the Atlanta Braves 


baseball team, he was a century and a 
quarter late in linking those two im­ 
plausible of sports cousins — yachting 
and baseball. 
When Turner sailed the sleek 
Courageous to four straight victories 
over the 
Australian challenger, 
Australia, off Newport, R.I., he was 
putting a reverse twist on some an­ 
cient lore found by Simmons in a 
yellowed and tattered book, published 
in 1868, titled “American Pastimes.” It 
was written by Charles Paverelly and 
touched on such sports as Base Ball 
(Cap B, B, two words), Cricket, 
Rowing and Yachting. 
One name appears prominently in 
two of the chapters — that of George 
Steers. It was Steers who designed and 
built the schooner America for 
Commodore John C. Stevens of the 
New York Yacht Club. It was the 
America which sailed into Cowes in the 
summer of 1851 and — after her 
commandant had thrown down a 
challenge — beat 16 of Britain’s finest 
sailing vessels in a race around the Isle 
of Wight. 
An easy winner, the U.S. schooner’s 
crew was awarded a bottomless silver 
cup by the Queen. This became the 
famed America’s Cup, for which 
England and other nations have 
challenged over the ensuing years but 
never won. 
During this period, a favorite 
pastime back in the United States was 
a game called Base Ball, borrowed 
from the old English game of Roun­ 


ders, and refined, “a noble and manly 
game,” historians said. Base Ball 
clubs sprang up almost everywhere, 
one 
of 
the 
earliest 
being 
the 
Knickerbocker Club of 1842 and 1843. 
Another team was the Eckford 
Baseball Club of Brooklyn, composed 
of shipwrights and mechanics. The 
team’s star player: George Steers, 
designer of the America. 
When Eckford beat Union 228 in its 
first game, Frank Pidgeon, writing in 
’ Porter’s Spirit, 1855, could not restrain 
his enthusiasm. 
“ George 
Steers,” 
he 
said. 
“Everything he did was well. I fear 
many a day will go by before we see his 
equal again.” 
So went the early growing pains of 
our national pastime. 
Not true. Researcher Simmons 
insists, that after the bloody Civil War, 
a dying 
President Lincoln called 
General Doubleday to his bedside and 
invoked him: “Our country is divided. 
Do something. Invent baseball.”

Make Better Lovers 
SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - The 
harder a husband and wife whack each 
other in pillow fights, the more likely it 
is that their marriage is a happy one, a 
University of Utah study indicates. 
A study of 23 married couples by four 
researchers indicates that spouses 
who walloped each other the hardest 
with soft pillow clubs reported less 
discord in their marriages than those 
with lighter touches. 
The study, designed to examine non­ 
verbal communication, involved 
putting couples into a 6-foot ring. 
Participants were asked to bop each 
other for a minute with the clubs, 
which were wired to show the number, 
frequency and intensity of the blows. 
After the bouts, the couples com­ 
pleted a questionnaire to measure 
aggreement on IO marital issues. 
Researchers said spouses who 
openly and vigorously expressed anger 
in a playful setting appeared to be 
closer than others.

American wilderness. Jack 
McCutcheon is custodian of a 
vanishing American art. One 
or the other is going to have to 
give. 
Jack McCutcheon is a 
chairmaker. 
In partnership with his 
brother-in-law, 
Charles 
Christian, he makes chairs in 
a fashion handed down from 
the earliest settlers of the 
Ozarks, 
a 
hardy, 
self- 
sufficient breed who made do 
by 
the 
bounty 
of 
the 
wilderness and their own 
wits. 
Jack and Charles learned 
the chairmaking art from 
Jim Nichols, Charlie’s father- 
in-law, who is now 73 and 
who, as a lad of 16, learned 
from his own father, and so on 
back to the pioneers. 
Some years ago Jack and 
Charles were invited to the 
Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington to demonstrate 
their techniques to scholars of 
America’s folkways. Such is 
the rarity of their craft. 
It is a method involving 
warping the wood by boiling 
and then fitting the curved 
pieces together precisely, 
joining seasoned wood to 
unseasoned wood so the joints 
grow stronger with age, not 
weaker. 
They use no nails or screws 
or glue. Most of their tools are 
hand made. Yet chairs made 
by Jim Nichols more than 
half a century ago are as 
sound as ever, and chairs 
made by Jack and Charles 
will be aroung long after both 
of them are gone. They are 
functional chairs, simple, 
straightforward, as honest in 
design as they are sturdy. 
“ I have heard of a man in 
Kentucky who makes chair 
bottoms the way we do,” Jack 
McCutcheon said. “ I don’t 


know his name. If there are 
others, I haven’t heard of 
them. 
“ Most of the people who 
make chairs similar to ours, 
hand made chairs, use split 
oak for the seat bottoms. I 
really believe we’re the last 
using bitternut bark. Nothing 
I ’ve seen is as good or lasts as 
long.” 
There’s the rub. 


Bitternut trees, a variety of 
hickory, grow in relative 
abundance in this sparsely 
populated section of the 
Ozarks. But, gradually, more 
and more of this section has 
been designated as wilder­ 
ness area, a legal designation 
which preserves the natural 
state 
of 
an 
area 
by 
prohibiting the cutting of a 
singletree. 


On recent Saturday 
' McCutcheon, his wife, 
Jack 
Lois, 
son, 
from 
and their 23-year-old 
Carl, drove 15 miles 
their home at Ben’s Branch 
over sinuous mountain roads, 
no more than dirt lanes, to the 
nearest legal stand of bit- 
ternuts Jack had been able to 
scout out. 
They parked at the mouth 
of Boss Hollow and then 
walked, or rather scrambled, 
a quarter of a mile along 
rugged slopes to the remote 
site. 
“ The bitternut isn’t a 
regular hickory tree,” Jack 
said. “ It’s really a weed tree. 
Timber people clear them out 
and throw them away when 
they set up a 
logging 
operation. But it’s the only 
tree we can use for our 
chairs. No other kind will 
do.” 
The irony is that if Jack 
McCutcheon’s 
source 
of 
supply is cut off, tauntingly, 
in the valient effort to 
preserve the wilderness, a 
tree 
w ill 
live 
and 
an 
American folk art w ill die.

U tilities renewed their 
conservation pleas from last 
winter with a call for special 
efforts to save electricity. 
Since most of Ohio’s coal 
consumption is for production 
of electricity and the United 
Mine Workers are on strike, 
the energy companies are 
relying on conservation to 
make their coal ■ stockpiles 
last several weeks. 
Robert S. Ryan, director of 
the 
Ohio 
Energy 
and 
Resource 
Developm ent 
Agency, said the state has to “ 
cut about 15 per cent from its 
electricity consumption in 
coming weeks in order to 
make the utilities’ stockpiled 
coal suffice. 
“ A 15 percent reduction 
won’t make a substantial 
difference, but it will make 
some difference in the length 
of time our present coal 
supplies w ill last. 
r‘We just cannot look 
toward our society without 
electricity, so we must do 
everything to . save elec­ 
tricity,” Ryan said Wed­ 
nesday. 
Sections of northern Ohio 
were the first to experience 
energy cutbacks attributed to 
the cold weather, but the 
energy consumers probably 
did not notice the voltage dip. 
For three hours Wed­ 
nesday, Ohio Power Co. 
reduced the voltage to its 
600,000 customers by 2.5 per 
cent. The utility serves 663 
communities in 53 counties in 
53 counties in north, Central 
and east Ohio. 
Richard Blaes, systems 
operations manager for the 
Canton-based utility which is 
part of American Electrical 
Power System — the nation’s 
largest 
u tility 
holding 
company — said the voltage 
reduction could not have been 
detected by the residential 
consumer. 
Blaes said the action was 
necessary due to a heavy 
drain on generators, ap­ 
parently from high settings

Co., were forced to find 
shelter

because electric power failed 
in mid-afternoon. Power was 
restored at midnight Wed­ 
nesday.

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Violence Flares 
At O hio M ines

Violence has flared at Ohio coal 
mines for the first time since the 
nationwide strike by the United Mine 
Workers began Tuesday. 
A pre-dawn scuffle at Southern Ohio 
Coal Co.’s Meigs No. I mine near 
Pomeroy included gunfire Thursday. 
But a Meigs County sheriff’s depart­ 
ment special investigator was unable 
to determine where the shots came 
from. 
Striking 
mine 
workers 
were 
picketing the mine and non-union mine 
foremen were inside the mine at the 
time of the shooting. There were no 
injuries or arrests. 
I^ter in the day, a firebomb was 
ignited at Southern Ohio’s Raccoon No. 
3 mine in Vinton County, but 
authorities said it did no damage or 
injuries. 
_ 
Sheriff’s dispatcher Kathryn Davis 
said pickets threw the bomb near the 
mine complex entrance. Sheriff’s 
deputies and Highway Patrol troopers 
were sent to the mine at least twice 
Thursday to clear pickets from the 
entrance. 
Steve Hiles, a spokesman for the 
American Electric Power Co. in 
I Lancaster, said the company had 
received assurance from District 6 
UMW officials that the harrassment at 
the company’s three mines would stop 


by late Thursday evening. Southern 
Ohio Coal is a subsidiary of American 
Electric Power Co. 
Hiles said pickets at Southern’s 
three Meigs County mines had in- 
terferred with access to and from the 
mines by nonstriking employees and 
vendors. 
Early Thursday, strikers erected 
barricades at the mines to keep per­ 
sonnel out, Hiles said. He said two 
individuals complained rocks were 
thrown in their car windows as they 
drove through the area. 
Hiles said the union officials said 
pickets would be limited and free 
access would be provided to the mines. 
Negotiations between the 160,000- 
member UMW and the Bituminous 
Coal Operators Association were to 
resume in Washington Thursday. 
The union is demanding the right to 
strike at individual mines and a 
refinancing of the union’s troubled 
health and pension funds. Coal 
operators, meanwhile, are demanding 
that the new contract contain penalties 
against miners who participate in 
wildcat strikes. 
Membership ratification procedures 
for a new, three-year contract will take 
at least IO days to complete. 
Some 10,000 Ohio miners are idled by 
the strike.

Agent Horace Beckwith got the job 
of tracing the car in Michigan since

At 
Super Foods in Vassar, manager 
Frank Stevenson said Boxcar 124475, 
filled with Quaker Oats, had been 
sealed from assassination day until 
Nov. 26. On that day, it was unloaded 
by a receiving clerk named Russell 
Torrey.

Beckwith found Torrey in the Super

Had he unloaded a boxcar full of 
Quaker Oats on Nov. 26? 
Well, yes, he had. 
Did he notice Lee Harvey Oswald s 
name scrawled inside? 
Well, in fact, sometime that Tuesday 
afternoon, before he had completely 


finished lugging the Quaker Oats out of 
the boxcar, he’d stopped working for a 
few minutes and written Oswald’s 
name inside the car with yellow chalk 
he used to mark freight boxes.

COLUMBUS — The Division of 
Parks and Recreation of the Ohio 
Department of Natural Resources 
(ODNS) will hold a public rules 
hearing Thursday, December 15, in 
Columbus to discuss rule changes con­ 
cerning the operation and use of state 
park facilities. 
The hearing will begin at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Building C conference room at 
ODNR’s Fountain Square headquar­ 
ters. Fountain Square is located just 
south of Northland Shopping Center at 
1952 Belcher Drive in northeast 
Columbus. 
Purpose of the public hearing is to 
permit persons to express their views 
on the proposed rules, according to 
Ralph Vanzant, Chief of the Division of 
Parks and Recreation. 
The proposed rule changes would en­ 
able persons who are permanently or 
totally disabled to camp in state park 
camping areas at one-half the regular 
fee. They will also be allowed the same 
benefits as holders of Golden Buckeye 
Cards. 
Under the proposed rules, Golden 
Buckeye Card holders will be entitled 
to reduced rates at state park cabin 
facilities from Tuesday following 
Labor Day weekend in September 
through 
Thursday 
preceding 
Memorial Day weekend in May. 
Currently, card holders are entitled to 
reduced rates from November I 
through March 31. 
Additional rule changes to be 
presented at the public hearing would: 
— Permit overnight sleeping on 
boats in designated areas for a cost of 
$2 per night. Class A or B campers and 
holders of seasonal dock permits will 
be exempt from paying a fee. 
— Allow individuals not registered 
as campers to use a trailer waste 
station facility at a state park camp­ 
ground for a cost of $1. 
— Permit dogs, trained for the 
purpose of aiding deaf persons and 
being used to aid such persons, in state 
park cabins, lodges, beaches and 
campgrounds. 
— Prohibit any passengers, except 


the driver, from being in a motor 
vehicle while launching or loading a 
boat from a state park boat ramp. 
— Allow the waist flotation device 
referred to as the “belly boat” to be 
used when fishing on ODNR-main- 
tained lakes. The “belly boat” is 
prohibited for use in swimming areas 
and ski zones. 
A copy of the proposed rule changes 
may be obtained from the Division of 
Parks and Recreation, Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources, Fountain 
Square, Columbus 43224.
